Pursuant  to  law  the  Thirtieth  Annual  Convention  of  the  Massachusetts 
State  Branch,  American  Federation  of  Labor,  was  called  to  order  at  10.12  A.  M., 
in  Odd  Fellows  Hall,  New  Bedford,  Mass. 

President  Alden  in  the  chair. 

President  Alden:     The  Secretary  will  read  the  call  for  the  Convention. 

Secretary-Treasurer  Joyce  read  the  call  as  follows: 


CONVENTION  CALL! 

Boston,  July   1,   1915. 
To  All  Affiliated  Unions: — 
Greeting: — 
You  are  hereby  notified  that,  pursuant  to  the  Constitution  of  the  Massa- 
chusetts  State  Branch,  A.   F.  of  L.,  the  Thirtieth  Annual   Convention   of  the 
Massachusetts  State  Branch  will  be  held  in   Odd  Fellows   Hall,  628  Pleasant 
Street,  New  Bedford,  Mass.,  beginning  at  10  o'clock  Monday  morning,  Septem- 
ber 20th,  1915,  and  will  continue  in  session  from  day  to  day  until  the  business 
of  the  Convention  has  been  completed. 

REPRESENTATION. 

Each  Union  of  200  members  or  less  attached  to  a  National  or  International 
Union  when  one  is  in  existence,  shall  be  entitled  to  one  delegate  and  an  addi- 
tional delegate  for  each  200  or  a  majority  fraction  thereof,  and  each  Central 
I  abor  Union  composed  of  miscellaneous  bodies  shall  be  entitled  to  two 
delegates. 

Only  bona  fide  wage  workers,  who  are  not  members  of  or  eligible  to  mem- 
bership in  other  trade  unions  are  eligible  as  delegates  in  Federal  Labor  Unions. 

Delegates  must  be  selected  at  least  two  weeks  previous  to  the  convention 
and  their  names  forwarded  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Massachusetts  State  Branch, 
A.  F.  of  L.,  immediately  after  their  election. 

To  accomplish  the  aims  and  objects  of  the  trade  union  movement,  it  is 
important  that  every  organization  entitled  to  representation  shall  send  its  full 
quota  of  delegates  to  the  New  Bedford  Convention. 

Be  represented  by  your  ablest,  best,  most  experienced  and  faithful  mem- 
bers. 

CREDENTIALS. 

Credentials  in  duplicate  are  forwarded  to  all  affiliated  unions.  The 
duplicate  credential  must  be  given  to  the  delegate-elect,  and  the  original  for- 
warded to  Martin  T.  Joyce,  Secretary,  427  Old  South  Building,  Boston.  Mass. 


The  Committee  on  Credentials  will  meet  at  headquarters  Sunday,  Septem- 
ber 19th,  at  the  Parker  House,  894  Purchase  St.,  New  Bedford,  Mass.,  and  will 
report  immediately  upon  the  opening  of  the  convention;  hence,  secretaries 
will  observe  the  necessity  of  mailing  the  original  credentials  of  their  respective 
delegates  at  the  earliest  possible  moment.

Prayer  was  offered  by  Fraternal  Delegate  of  the  New  Bedford  Central 
Labor  Union,  Reverend  Lester  M.  Conrow. 

President  \lden  made  the  following  appointments:  Henry  Davis,  Ser- 
ai ^rms,  and  IVu-r  I.  McGregor  as  Messenger,  both  of  the  New  Bed- 
foid  Central   Labor  Union. 


President  Alden:  The  man  I  am  going  to  introduce  to  you  now,  I  think. 
so  far  as  your  acquaintanceship  is  concerned  needs  no  introduction  as  he  is 
a  man  who  has  attended  our  conventions  for  some  time  past  and  is  one  of  the 
men  who  lias  provided  for  this  convention  both  for  its  business  and  its  pleasure, 
the  President  of  the  New  Bedford  Central  Labor  Union,  Arthur  M.  Harriman. 

Mr.  Harriman:  Mr.  President,  Delegates  and  Fellow  Workers:  I  welcome 
you  in  behalf  of  labor  to  this  city  not  only  organized  labor  but  those  unor-' 
ganized  as  well.  You  will  find  here  a  majority  of  those  who  toil  under  paid. 
under  fed  and  unorganized.  I  feel  that  those  of  us  who  have  felt  the  benefit 
and  have  grown  to  know  the  benefit  of  organization  can  always  keep  in  mind 
while  we  labor  for  our  individual  labor  unions  that  our  mission  on  earth  will 
never  be  done  until  every  man  and  woman  on  this  earth  shall  have  equal  pro- 
tection and  an  equal  chance  to  enjoy  the  efforts  of  their  toil.  And  in  this- 
spirit  my  friends  and  delegates  I  welcome  you. 

We  know  that  your  presence  here  and  the  deliberations  will  redound 
to  our  credit  and  be  an  impetus  to  the  labor  unions  of  this  city  and  the  entire 
Commonwealth,  and  if  there  is  anything  we  can  do  to  entertain  you  further 
than  we  have  planned  we  are  willing  to  do  it  and  welcome  you  in  the  spirit 
of  unity  and  by  working  together  our  mission  on  earth  will  be  fulfilled  both 
in  our  industrial  affairs  and  our  political  affairs.     I  thank  you. 

President  Alden:  It  gives  me  great  pleasure  at  this  time  to  introduce  to 
you  the  Chief  Executive  of  this  city  of  New  Bedford,  who  has  a  few  words 
to  say  to  you  at  this  time,  His  Honor,  Mayor  Edward  R.  Hathaway. 

His  Honor,  Edward  R.  Hathaway:  Mr.  President  and  delegates:  I  am 
exceedingly  glad  to  meet  you  all  here  this  morning  and  as  the  Chief  Executive 
of  the  city  I  extend  to  you  a  most  hearty  and  a  most  cordial  welcome  of  greet- 
ing. I  want  to  say  that  it  is  a  great  honor  to  have  you  delegates  select  New 
Bedford  as  its  convention  city  this  year.  If  there  is  anything  we  can  do,  if 
there  is  anything  I  can  do  as  the  Executive  of  this  city  to  make  this  a  success- 
ful convention  I  hope  and  trust  that  you  will  call  upon  me  or  any  of  the 
administration  to  assist  you  in  carrying  out  what  you  have  come  here  to  do 
to-day. 

As  I  stand  here  today  before  so  many  of  you,  leaders  of  organized  labor, 
it  takes  me  back  to  the  time  nearly  fifteen  years  ago,  when  I  assisted  in  the 
formation,  yes,  in  the  organization  of  the  present  Boot  &  Shoe  Workers' 
Union.  I  was  an  employee  of  Hathaway,  Soule  &  Harrington,  and  we  realized 
at  that  time  as  we  realize  now  that  better  working  conditions,  better  hours  of 
labor,  better  wages  and  better  conditions  in  general  could  be  brought  about 
by  the  efforts  of  organized  labor. 

I  was  one  of  the  committee  that  visited  at  that  time  the  various  shoe 
centers  of  this  Commonwealth,  and  based  upon  that  report  the  present  Boot 
&.  Shoe  Workers'  Union  was  organized.  Since  that  time  they  have  branched 
out  perhaps  in  a  different  way.  I  have  been  honored  by  five  years  in  the 
Legislature,  and  again  I  am  glad  to  state  as  I  stand  before  you  men  representing 
the  labor  elements  as  you  do  that  I  have  rendered  my  little  bit  of  assistance 
in  making  better  working  conditions  for  you  men  and  the  men  and  women 
that  you  represent. 

It  was  my  good  fortune  perhaps  to  have  that  splendid  experience  as  a 
legislator.  For  five  years  I  represented  New  Bedford  in  part,  and  at  that 
time  I  met  many  of  the  leaders  of  your  organization.     They  never  came  up 


there  and  sought  my  assistance  or  the  assistance  of  any  other  man  but  what 
they  felt  in  their  own  hearts  that  they  were  amply  justified  to  better  them- 
selves, that  was  the  place  to  go,  before  our  men  who  were  sent  there  to 
represent  them  and  represent  their  constituents. 

I  reiterate  that  it  affords  me  the  greatest  of  pleasure  to  look  back  upon 
those  days  that  I  assisted  materially  by  my  vote  in  getting  better  hours,  better 
wages  and  better  conditions  in  general. 

When  I  was  a  candidate  for  Mayor  last  year,  I  said  repeatedly  on  the 
platform  that  I  was  against  contract  labor  on  the  public  highways  of  this 
municipality,  and  I  will  tell  you  men  and  women  here  today,  that  with  one 
exception  we  have  carried  out  that  promise,  and  in  New  Bedford  we  have 
New  Bedford  labor  for  New  Bedford,  and  it  is  my  duty  to  give  to  the  citizens 
of  this  municipality  any  preference  in  the  line  of  labor  that  I  can  give  them. 

I  reiterate  again  that  with  one  exception  New  Bedford  laborers  have  done 
all  of  the  highway  work  and  I  am  carrying  out  with  the  equipment  we  have 
purchased,  an  asphalt  mixing  plant  so  that  our  city  laborers  can  do  the  work 
as  cheaply  and  as  good  as  any  contractor.  And  I  say  it  is  my  duty  to  en- 
courage those  men  and  by  encouraging  those  men  it  encourages  our  merchants 
and  encourages  all  other  men  and  citizens  of  this  city. 

I  will  say  again  that  I  am  very  glatl  that  you  are  with  us,  you  will  find 
New  Bedford,  I  know,  a  beautiful  city.  I  hope  you  will  avail  yourselves  to  go 
and  see  New  Bedford  as  it  is.  I  invite  you  to  see  our  factories  and  workshops, 
our  public  buildings,  our  parks.  I  want  you  all  when  you  return  to  your  home 
cities  and  towns  to  say  that  you  had  a  corking  good  time,  and  that  the  con- 
vention has  been  beneficial  to  you  and. that  New  Bedford  is  a  good  place  to  go 
and  we  hope  you  will  see  that  you  come  again. 

(Prolonged  applause.) 

President  Alden:  President  Harriman,  Your  Honor,  Mayor  Plathaway: 
Representing  the  Massachusetts  Federation  of  Labor,  I  may  say  that  this 
convention  intends  to  take  advantage  of  your  cordial  welcome  and  that  they 
appreciate  it  and  they  certainly  are  the  class  of  people  who  will  say  a  good 
word  for  your  efforts  when  they  return  to  their  city.  And  they  will  not 
hesitate  to  say  a  good  word  for  New  Bedford. 

This  convention  meeting  in  this  city  for  the  30th  time  in  its  history  will  no 
doubt  have  many  important  matters  come  before  it,  many  of  the  things  that 
come  before  us  will  be  striven  for  vigorously  by  the  workers  of  Massachusetts 
m  this  convention  assembled,  and  we  invite  you  to  witness  our  deliberations 
to  see  that  we  are  striving  for  principles  to  a  great  extent  and  to  a  greater 
extent  as  the  years  go  by  we  propose  to  struggle  and  strive  materially  and  to 
go  forward. 

We  feel  that  if  the  people  will  take  the  opportunity  to  investigate  what 
organized  labor  really  means,  what  its  purposes  really  are.  our  membership 
would  increase  more  rapidly  than  at  this  time.  It  would  be  a  milestone  of 
progress  in  Massachusetts  and  then  again  you  and  everyone  else  will  know 
that  the  great  thing  we  have  been  striving  for  is  nearer  justification  than  ever 
before. 

Mi  hough  we  strive  hard  to  get  these  conditions,  sometimes  the  fights 
we  have  In  make  are  not  understood,  although  sometimes  they  seem  a  little 
different  from  I  he  fight  that  other  people  not  understanding  our  methods  and 
purposes   think    them  to   be   the   right   thin:-;,   they   are    prompted   by    the   right 


kind  of  motives,  prompted  by  the  purpose  of  obtaining  more  fair  consideration 
of  labor's  demands.  I  want  to  say  for  this  convention  that  we  are  going  to 
make  every  effort  to  enjoy  ourselves  in  a  social  way  and  take 
advantage  of  your  kind  and  cordial  invitation.  That  we  are  going 
to  do  all  we  can  by  the  deliberations  and  measures  passed  here  to  make 
New  Bedford  famous  in  the  annals  of  the  Federation  by  the  progressive  steps 
it  will  take  for  the  better  conditions  of  the  workers  of  Massachusetts  and  in 
behalf  of  the  State  Branch  I  thank  you  most  heartily  for  your  presence  here 
this  morning  and  your  most  cordial  welcome.

PRESIDENT    ALDEN'S    REPORT 


New  Bedford,  Mass.,  September  20,  1915. 
To  the  Officers  and  Delegates  of  the  Thirtieth  Annual  Convention  of  the 
Massachusetts  State  Branch,  A.  F.  of  L. 
Fellow  Trades  Unionists: — I  submit  herewith,  for  your  consideration,  my 
third  annual  report.  I  take  great  pleasure  in  reporting  that  in  spite  of  the  un- 
settled industrial  and  commercial  conditions  that  have  prevailed  the  past  year 
we  have  made  progress  in  many  ways.  There  has  been  an  increase  in  mem- 
bership in  the  labor  movement  the  past  year,  an  increase  in  affiliations  to  the 
State  Branch,  increased  finances,  increased  enthusiasm  for  the  shorter  work- 
day, union  labels  and  union  shop  conditions. 
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The  Labor  Forward  Movement  idea  struck  this  state  this  year  and  has 
been   the   means   of   bringing   about    new   organizations   and    building   up    many 

others.  Aside  from  this  the  agitation  has  meant  much  in  the  way  of  educating 
the  general  public  as  to  the  aims  and  aspirations  of  organized  labor.  Two 
cities  in  the  state  have  carried  on  energetic  campaigns,  Lowell  and  Springfield. 
The  trades  unionists  of  the  state  have  been  fortunate  in  having  President 
Samuel  Gompers  of  the  American  Federation  of  Labor  here  on  two  occasions 
visiting  Amherst,  Haverhill,  Lawrence,  and  Lowell  on  a  public  speaking  trip, 
and  at  a  monster  open  air  meeting  in  Springfield  in  conjunction  with  their 
Labor  Forward  Movement. 

This  has  been   a  busy  year.     A   strenuous  campaign   was  waged   in    Xew 
Bedford  to  carry  out  the  orders  of  the  Boston  convention   to  encompass  the 
defeat  of  Senator  Andrew  P.  Doyle.     Although  the  campaign  was  a  hot  one. 
making  Senator   Doyle   fight   for  his   re-election,   reducing  his   majority   of  the 
year  previous,  it  was  unsuccessful. 

Although  we  have  fought  hard  we  have  failed  to  secure  much  in  the  way 
of  legislation  endorsed  by  the  Boston  convention.  Rather  we  have  to  con- 
sider ourselves  fortunate  when  the  personnel  of  the  Legislature  is  taken  into 
account,  in  not  having  lost  some  of  the  laws  now  on  the  books.  Only  the 
hardest  kind  of  fighting  on  the  part  of  your  legislative  committee,  your 
officers,  and  the  representatives  of  various  unions  sent  to  the  hearings  in 
the  State  House,  prevented  repeal  of  or  amendment  to  existing  laws  that 
would  have  been  harmful  to  labor's  interests. 

Labor  men  of  the  state,  now  is  the  time  to  bestir  yourselves  to  the  end 
that  the  eight-hour  day  may  be  universal.  With  the  great  progress  already 
made,  and  with  the  spirit  of  organization  among  the  unorganized  becoming 
greater,  we  should  put  the  thought  forward  continually  that,  no  matter  what 
the  industry,  eight  hours  is  a  sufficiently  long  work  day.  We  should  strive 
to  secure  the  eight-hour  day  for  the  women  and  others  in  the  textile  industry. 

I  believe  the  best  interests  of  all  concerned  would  be  conserved  if,  in 
the  future,  in  negotiating  new  working  agreements,  the  attainment  of  the 
eight-hour  day  be  sought  rather  than  an  increase  in  wages.  It  has  been 
truly  said  that  "reducing  the  hours  increases  the  pa}'."  President  Gompers, 
in  his  speech  in  Haverhill,  made  the  positive  declaration  that  the  workers 
receiving  the  highest  wages  were  those  working  the  shortest  hours.  He  said 
that  wherever  you  found  workers  toiling  the  long  hours  there  you  found  a 
low  wage  rate.     Let  us  make  the  eight-hour  workday  universal. 

NEW   BEDFORD   CAMPAIGN. 

^Pursuant  to  the  instructions  of  the  Boston  convention  your  president 
went  to  New  Bedford  about  a  week  before  the  last  state  election  and  carried 
on  a  campaign  to  bring  about  the  defeat  of  Senator?  Andrew  P.  Doyle. 
William  C.  Franke,  of  the  Moving  Picture  Operators'  Union  of  Boston,  was 
selected  to  accompany  me  and  assist  in  carrying  j^n  the  campaign.  /As 
Senator  Doyle  was  opposed  to  the  passage  of  the  Hill  submitting  the  ques- 
tion of  woman's  suffrage  to  the  referendum  of  the  people  I  thought  it  wise 
to  secure  speakers  from  the  leagues  interested  in  the  passage  of  the  bill. 
I  made  a  request  of  the  Massachusetts  Woman's  Suffrage  Association  and 
the   Political   Equality   Union   that   they   provide   speakers   for   the    entire   cam-   \ 


at  »  > 
The    former    sent    Miss    Minnie    Mulry,    and    the    latter    Mrs.    Celia   J. 
it  no  expense  to  us. 

I  cannot  speak  too  highly  of  the  services  rendered  by  these  two  women, 
and  Mr.  Franke.  They  were  untiring  and  enthusiastic  in  assisting  me  in  the 
performance  of  my  duty.  No  one  ever  had  better  lieutenants  than  I  had 
in  them. 

On  Friday  evening,  October  9th,  Delegate  Harriman,  representing  the 
New  Bedford  Central  Labor  Union,  of  which  he  was  also  president  (and  is 
yet),  made  his  report  of  the  doings  of  the  Boston  convention.  Secretary- 
Treasurer  Martin  T.  Joyce  was  present  at  this  meeting,  as  was  also  Senator 
Doyle.  There  was  opposition,  prompted  no  doubt  at  the  instigation  of  Sen- 
ator Doyle,  to  that  part  of  Delegate  Harriman's  report  dealing  with  the 
condemnation  of  the  senator.  In  spite  of  the  support  given  President  Har- 
riman by  Secretary  Joyce,  the  Central  Labor  Union  refused  to  approve  that 
part  of  the  report  condemning  Senator  Doyle. 

The  next  meeting  of  the  New  Bedford  Central  Labor  Union  was  held 
Friday  evening,  October  23d.  As  this  was  the  Friday  before  the  campaign 
we  were  to  wage  was  to  open  I  went  to  New  Bedford  and  attended  this 
meeting.  I  was  successful  in  getting  the  body  to  reverse  their  position  and 
endorse  the  action  of  the  State  Branch  in  condemning  Senator  Doyle  and 
appointing  a  committee  to  assist  in  the  campaign.  Considering  what  hap- 
pened during  the  campaign  too  much  praise  cannot  be  given  President  Har- 
riman for  his  faithful  support  of  union  principles  and  the  State  Branch. 

Andrew  P.  Doyle,  although  a  cardholder  in  the  Boot  and  Shoe  Workers' 
Union,  has  not  been  a  real  union  man  in  years.  As  a  politician  he  has  been 
wrong  on  matters  of  labor  legislation  and  politics  before  he  was  elected  to 
the  senate.  He  served  his  first  year  as  senator  in  the  1914  legislature.  He 
voted  against  State  Branch  bills  on  several  occasions,  tried  to  get  the  child 
labor  law  repealed,  and  not  only  did  not  take  the  floor  in  favor  of  any  State 
Branch  bill,  but  did  take  the  floor  against  the  State  Branch  bill  for  state 
employes. 

There  was  every  reason  for  bringing  about  his  defeat,  from  a  labor 
point  of  view.  Among  the  bills  he  opposed  were: — Woman's  suffrage,  Satur- 
day half-holiday  for  state  employes,  eight-hour  bill  for  papermakers,  aboli- 
tion of  party  enrollment  until  the  referendum  was  attached,  reorganization 
of  the  state  board  of  health,  and  he  sought  the  repeal  of  the  child  labor  law. 

An  automobile  was  hired  and  the  entire  party  of  campaigners  went  to 
the  various  mill  gates  every  noon,  and  at  the  various  street  corners  of  the  city 
every  evening.  Mayor  Ashley  treated  us  with  every  courtesy,  granting  us 
permits  to  speak  on  the  streets.  Senator  Doyle  was  publicly  challenged  to 
take  part  in  a  joint  debate  on  his  record,  but,  although  he  was  finally  com- 
pelled to  take  to  the  plan  of  holding  street  rallies  to  offset  our  work  we  were 
never  able  to  get  the  joint  debate  with  him. 

^Although  we  did  not  bring  about  his  defeat,  for  reasons  which  will  be 
set  forth  later,  we  were  successful  in  stirring  the  people  to  a  realization  that 
there  was  a  fight  on  and  educated  them  to  a  higher  degree  of  unionism  than 
they  apparently  possessed  up  to  that  time"T\  1  feel  sure  that  the  good  results 
of  that  campaign  will  be  lasting  and  had  its  effect  upon  many  of  the  members 
of  unions  and  the  public.  * 

f 
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[One  of  the  most  contemptible  and  disgusting  phases  of  this  campaign 
and  one  which  merits  the  severest  censure  of  this  convention,  was  the  action 
Pi  some  of  the  local  unions  in  New  Bedford,  and  the  inaction  of  others.  Several 
unions,  although  affiliated  with  the  State  Branch  and  the  New  Bedford  Central 
Labor  Union,  came  out  in  the  public  print  as  condemning  myself  and  the 
action  of  the  Boston  convention  for  condemning  Senator  Doyle.  Xot  being 
satisfied  with  that  action  they  also  endorsed  Senator  Doyle  and  individuals, 
officers  and  others,  came  out  in  support  of  hirrTj  Even  the  Bartenders'  Union 
refused  to  pass  a  vote  that  they  stood  by  the  action  of  the  State  Branch  and 
the  Central  Labor  Union.  We  visited  their  last  meeting  before  election  day 
and  asked  that,  while  not  taking  any  active  part,  they  at  least  take  such  action, 
and  make  it  public,  as  would  show  that  as  an  affiliated  local  they  were  loyal 
to  the  State  Branch.  They  were  not  asked  to  mix  up  in  the  campaign  in  any 
other  way.     They  refused  even  this  reasonable  request. 

The  Boot  and  Shoe  Workers'  Union.  Xo.  238,  adopted  and  made  public 
resolutions  of  the  vilest  kind,  in  which  they  characterize  our  campaign  as 
"malicious  end  unjust"  and  a  "piece  of  impertinent  effrontery." 

The  Textile  Council  of  Xew  Bedford  adopted  resolutions  condemning  the 
State  Branch  and  the  campaign  against  Doyle.  These  officers  and  members 
were  particularly  active  in  antagonizing  the  State  Branch: — John  Hobin. 
James  H.  Simpson.  George  H.  Hancock.  John  Halliwell.  John  Waldron. 
John  Flood. 

The  local  union  of  the  X'ational  Federation  of  State.  City  and  Town 
Employes  was  opposed  to  us,  Peter  Cairns  of  that  organization  being  active 
against  us.  Two  letters  from  the  national  organization,  signed  by  M.  F. 
O'Brien,  president,  and  John  F.  Andrews,  secretary,  thanking  Senator  Doyle 
for  work  on  some  of  their  legislation  was  used  against  us.  as  was  a  letter 
from  the  Boston  Moving  Picture  Operators'  Union  of  similar  import.  Mr. 
Franke  exposed  Doyle  for  his  misuse  of  this  letter.  This  misuse  of  letters 
should  be  a  lesson  to  our  local  unions  in  the  future,  and  they  should  refrain 
from  issuing  any  letter  that  can  be  put  to  any  such  use. 

An  organization  not  affiliated  with  us  also  took  a  hand  in  assisting  Doyle 
in  his  campaign  by  giving  him  an  endorsement  in  the  way  of  a  letter  from 
Boston,  dated  October  8th.  and  signed  by  Walter  L.  McMenimen.  of  the 
Brotherhood  of  Railway  Trainmen. 

One  of  the  most  treacherous  and  contemptible  acts  imaginable  was  the 
action  of  George  F.  Backus.  As  a  delegate  to  the  Boston  convention  he  asked 
to  be  put  on  the  Committee  on  President's  Report,  knowing  that  it  contained 
condemnation  of  the  acts  of  Senator  Doyle.  Without  disclosing  his  purpose, 
and  supposing  he  was  sincere  and  disposed  to  be  fair,  his  request,  expressed 
to  me  by  another,  was  granted  and  I  placed  him  on  the  committee.  He  tried 
his  best  to  influence  the  other  members  of  the  committee  to  report  unfavorably 
on  that  part  of  my  report  dealing  with  Doyle's  attitude.  Failing  in  tfa  - 
made  a  fight  on  the  floor  of  the  convention  and  with  the  result  that  the  only 
vote  he  got  in  support  of  his  contention  was  his  own.  I  submit  that  while  he 
had  all  the  right  in  the  world  to  carry  his  fight  this  far.  he  had  no  right  to  go  to 
Xew  Bedford  from  his  home  in  Boston  and  become  a  speaker  for  Doyle  on  the 
streets  of  X'ew  Bedford  in  opposition  to- the  (with  the  exception  of  his  vote) 
unanimous  action  of  the  State  Branch  convention.  Xot  only  did  he 
traitor  by  his  refusal  to  abide  by  the  vote  of  the  convention,  but  he  malic' 
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and  falsely  attacked  me.  As  an  illustration  I  quote  from  the  published  report 
of  a  speech  he  made  in  the  Orpheum  Theater,  Sunday,  November  1,  where 
he  said,  referring  to  me,  "He  has  been  telling  every  lie  possible  to  lower  Senator 
Doyle  in  the  estimation  of  the  people  of  New  Bedford." 

The  personal  attacks,  insinuations,  etc.,  of  Senator  Doyle  and  George  F. 
Backus,  upon  me  for  carrying  out  to  the  best  of»my  ability,  the  commands  of 
this  organization,  and  their  faithlessness  as  union  men  in  their  obligation  to 
unionism  and  this  organization,  merits  the  condemnation  of  this  convention. 

How  are  we  going  to  conscientiously  enter  any  campaign  against  the 
enemies  of  labor  in  the  legislature,  who  are  not  members  of  some  trade 
union,  for  their  antagonism  to  our  legislative  program,  if  we  are  to  allow 
Senator  Doyle  to  hold  office  without  our  protest?  Is  it  not  our  duty,  if 
we  hope  to  be  successful  in  bringing  other  legislators  to  our  way  of  thinking 
on  matters  of  interest  and  concern  to  us,  to  clean  out  the  traitors  within 
our  ranks?  I  am  convinced  that  we  should  continue  our' active  work  to  bring 
about  the  defeat  of  Andrew  P.  Doyle  for  any  state  office  until  he  publicly 
pledges  himself  to  be  true  to  us  as  a  union  man,  and  by  his  acts  proves  that 
he  is  sincere. 

One  organization  in  New  Bedford  saw  fit  to  support  the  attitude  of  the 
State  Branch.  That  organization  was  the  Weavers'  Federation.  Its  secre- 
tary, Francis  J.  Duffy,  Jr.,  was  at  all  times  willing  to  render  every  assistance 
to  us.  While,  for  reasons  that  seem  good  to  them,  they  are  not  affiliated  witn 
the  United  Textile  Workers,  they  have  always  been  ready  to  support  the  State 
Branch  and  its  legislative  program.  I  am  sure  that  some  day,  when  their 
reason  for  non  affiliation  disappears,  they  will  become  affiliated  with  the  State 
Branch.  The  fact  remains  that  out  of  all  the  textile  unions  they  were  the  only 
union  that  was  willing  to  publicly  support  our  campaign,  and  considering  that 
they  were  under  no  obligation  to  support  our  program  credit  should  be  given 
them  for  having  done  so. 

In  going  all  over  the  district,  speaking  from  the  automobile,  we  received, 
with  but  one  exception,  the  most  courteous  attention  and  generous  applause. 
The  exception  noted  was  in  one  of  the  rallies  on  Water  street  (Doyle's  home 
district,  where  he  tried  to  incite  a  riot),  where  a  petty  boss  in  one  of  the  mills 
tried  to  stir  up  a  little  riot. 

The  campaign  clos.ed  on  Monday  night,  November  2,  with  the  biggest 
street  rally  of  the  entire  campaign,  at  the  corner  of  Elm  and  Purchase  streets. 
While  for  the  few  nights  previous  we  had  trailed  the  Textile  Workers'  auto- 
mobile filled  with  union  men  speaking  for  Doyle,  and  another  automobile 
filled  with  politicians  and  Doyle  among  them,  at  no  time  had  we  been  able 
to  engage  them  in  joint  debate  until  this  final  rally.  Even  then  we  were  unable 
to  do  better  than  carry  it  on  with  the  labor  men  supporting  Doyle,  who  was  not 
up  to  taking  on  the  job  himself. 

On  this  last  night  the  suffrage  organizations  added  Miss  Mary  Carson 
and  Miss  Anne  Withington  to  their  list  of  speakers. 

When  the  votes  had  been  counted  it  was  found  that  Senator  Doyle  had 
received  5232  votes  as  against  5179  the  year  before.  From  the  mere  con- 
templation  of  the  figures  one  might  think  that  our  campaign  had  accomplished 
nothing,  but  the  facts  are  that  we  reduced  his  majority  of  the  year  before  by 
over  1200  votes.  I  am  thoroughly  convinced  that  the  campaign  was  well  worth 
wink-  and  that  it  accomplished  a  great  deal,  although   failing  temporarily  of  its 
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main  object — the  defeat  of  Doyle.  We  were  up  against  a  tough  proposition  at 
best,  but  when  it  is  taken  into  account  that  elections  all  over  this  section  showed 
a  landslide  back  to  republicanism,  that  there  were  two  candidates  in  the  field 
against  Doyle  who  split  up  the  vote,  and  last  but  by  no  means  least,  that  so 
many  of  the  unions  and  so-called  union  men  proved  faithless  to  their  obliga- 
tions. 

I  believe  I  can  truthfully  say  that  it  was  a  good  fight  well  fought,  that 
will  still  bear  rich  fruit.  I  have  heard  several  times  during  the  year  that  that 
campaign  still  is  a  matter  of  discussion.  If  we  succeed  in  making  them  think 
then,  and  made  so  lasting  an  impression  as  to  have  the  campaign  still  discussed, 
wc  may  hope  that  at  least  we  have  improved  the  quality  of  unionism  that  pre- 
vails in  New  Bedford,  and  that  eventually  Senator  Doyle  will  be  retired  to 
private  life. 

I  have  a  large  scrap  book,  containing  the  clippings  from  the  papers  in 
New  Bedford,  referring  to  the  campaign,  which  I  will  submit  with  this  report 
to  the  Committee  on  President's  Report.  It  tells  the  story  of  this  campaign 
in  detail  and  I  prize  it  very  highly.  The  files  of  the  New  Bedford  papers  from 
October  24th  to  November  4th,  inclusive,  tell  the  story  and  any  delegate  may 
consult  them  and  see  for  himself  that  we  made  a  good  fight. 

I  recommend  that  the  incoming  executive  board  be  instructed  to  arrange 
for  a  campaign  against  Senator  Doyle  again  this  year.  He  is  to  have  serious 
opposition  this  year,  so  I  am  informed,  and  there  is  a  good  chance  of  bringing 
about  his  defeat.  As  he  is  reported  as  saying  he  would  not,  in  the  future,  vote 
for  State  Branch  bills  unless  HE  thought  they  were  good  ones,  thus  setting  up 
the  claim  that  he  knows  better  than  we  do  what  is  good  for  us,  I  cannot  see  how 
we  can  do  otherwise  than  enter  the  campaign  against  him  again  this  year. 

I  would  be  derelict  in  my  duty  were  I  to  close  this  report  of  the  New  Bed- 
ford campaign  without  paying  a  compliment  to  the  daily  papers  of  the  city. 
The  Times  and  the  Mercury  were  especially  generous  in  the  space  they  gave 
us  and  fair  in  the  statements  made.  The  Standard,  considering  that  they  were 
strongly  in  favor  of  Doyle,  gave  generously  of  their  space  in  reporting  our 
campaign. 

STRIKES. 

Valley  Paper  Co. — Early  in  the  year  some  forty  women,  working  in  the 
rag  room  of  the  Valley  Paper  Company,  went  on  strike  to  resist  a  reduction 
in  wages.  They  were  unorganized.  After  being  out  a  week  they  came  to  see 
me  and  asked  my  assistance.  Ever  since  I  have  done  everything  possible  for 
them.  I  organized  them  and  devised  ways  and  means  to  raise  funds  for  the 
payment  of  small  strike  benefits  for  a  time.  In  this  work  I  have  been  ably 
assisted  by  President  Clements  and  Vice-President  Clark  of  Eagle  Lodge  of 
Papermakers.  I  also  got  the  State  Board  of  Conciliation  and  Arbitration  to 
take  the  matter  up  and  the  board  decided  in  favor  of  the  strikers,  upholding 
our  contention  for  the  women  in  every  respect. 

The  trouble  arose  over  the  effort  of  the  manager  of  the  company,  Mr. 
George  Fowler,  to  reduce  wages  by  changing  the  system  from  a  combination 
of  day  and  piece  work  schedules  to  all  day  schedules  at  day  prices.  This 
meant  a  reduction  to  most  of  the  women  of  from  $1.50  to  $3.00  a  week.  These 
women  were  many  of  them  the  support  of  themselves  and  families  and  the 
reduction  brought  the  wage  rate  down  to  the  starvation  level  of  $6.60  a  week. 
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They  asked  that  the  company  pay  a  minimum  on  da}-  work  of  $7.50.  and  the 
State  Board  reported  that  this  was  not  unreasonable. 

Mr.  Fowler  refused  to  enter  into  negotiations  with  me  before  the  State 
Board  and  the  Board  was  obliged  to  issue  writs  by  deputy  sheriff  to  compel 
his  attendance.  Finally  an  agreement  was  entered  into  by  Mr.  Fowler  with 
the  employes,  through  the  State  Board,  to  re-employ  all  of  the  workers  at 
an  increase  in  pay  without  discrimination,  but  he  has  failed  to  keep  his  agree- 
ment. Commissioner  Wood  succeeded,  however,  in  having  them  all  put  to 
work  in  the  mills  of  the  American  Writing  Paper  Company,  through  the 
courtesy  of  the  general  superintendent,  Mr.  James  W.  Toole. 

I  recommend  that  the  widest  publicity  be  given  the  unfair  attitude  of 
the  Valley  Paper  Company,  that  every  effort  be  made  to  have  the  state  and 
other  users  of  the  product  of  this  unfair  concern  discontinue  their  use  of  the 
papers  made  by  them.  A  concern  that  tries  to  enforce  the  starvation  standard 
of  $6.60  a  week,  and  then  refuses  to  abide  by  a  State  Board  report,  should  not 
receive  the  support  of  buyers  of  paper. 

Wright  Wire  Company. — A  union  of  the  workers  in  this  plant  was  formed 
through  the  efforts  of  Business  Agent  Donovan  of  the  Machinists'  Union  of 
Springfield  and  Vice-President  George  H.  Wrenn  of  the  State  Branch.  Con- 
ditions in  the  mill,  and  the  attitude  of  the  president  of  the  company,  Mayor 
Wright  of  Worcester,  became  so  unbearable  that  the  men  took  matters  into 
their  own  hands  and  struck.  I  was  called  into  the  situation,  and  on  advice  of 
the  State  Board  the  strikers  were  advised  to  return  to  work,  which  they  voted 
to  do.    The  company  refused  to  take  them  back,  thus  constituting  a  lockout. 

The  State  Board  of  Conciliation  and  Arbitration  was  called  in  and  held 
numerous  hearings,  extending  over  a  period  of  about  two  weeks.  They 
decided  that  it  was  a  lockout,  that  the  company  should  re-employ  the  workers 
without  discrimination,  and  got  the  company  to  agree  to  do  so.  The  company 
has  failed  to  keep  its  agreement  with  the  State  Board,  some  25  men  still  being 
refused  employment. 

The  State  Board  is  going  into  this  matter  further.  In  case  they  are  not 
successful  in  getting  the  company  to  keep  its  agreement  I  recommend  that 
users  of  the  product  of  the  Wright  Wire  Compan}^  be  circularized  and  asked 
not  to  buy  its  product.  Also  that  the  matter  be  taken  up  by  the  labor  move- 
ment of  Worcester  to  the  end  that  Mr.  Wright  be  retired  to  private  life  as  a 
man  unfair  to  labor. 

Trolleymen.  Holyoke. — On  August  6th  the  Holyoke  Trolleymen's  Union 
went  on  strike  to  force  the  Holyoke  Street  Railway  Company  to  accept  the 
State  Board  of  Conciliation  and  Arbitration,  as  the  method  of  arbitrating  the 
differences  existing  between  the  union  and  the  company.  Their  contract 
expired  on  Tune  1st  and  they  wished  a  new  agreement,  providing  among  other 
things  that  the  9-in-ll-hour  law  become  operative  on  the  system  and  at  the 
same  rate  of  pay  for  day  work  as  paid  for  the  longer  day.  Because  of  un- 
pleasant and  unsatisfactory  experiences  with  this  company  under  the  old 
method  of  arbitration  whereby  each  named  a  representative  and  these  two 
chose  the  third,  the  men  wanted  the  State  Board.  The  company  refused  to 
grant  this  demand  and  the  men  struck. 

Public  hearings  were  held.  I  was  summoned  to  attend  the  hearings  by 
wrii.  I  did  everything  in  my  power  to  assist  the  men  in  getting  what  they 
were    after — the    State    Board — as    arbitrators.      Finally    I    was   able    to    be    of 
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assistance  to  Mayor  John  H.  Woods  in  securing  a  public  concession  by  the 
company  and  their  willingness  to  accept  the  State  Board.  But  the  men  then 
decided  that  they  did  not  want  the  State  Board,  and  suggested  that  each  side 
choose  a  man  and  that  Governor  Walsh  choose  the  third  man.  Mayor  V. 
succeeded  in  getting  the  company  to  accept  this  plan  and  both  sides  signed  an 
agreement  drawn  up  by  the  representatives  of  the  union,  leaving  all  matters 
in  dispute  to  this  board.     The  men  returned  to  work  Sunday,  August  15th. 

On  Friday,  August  27th,  the  men  went  on  strike  again.  The  company 
wished  the  contract  to  be  arbitrated  to  be  for  a  period  of  three  years  and 
the  men  wanted  a  one-year  contract.  As  no  agreement  could  be  reached  the 
company  agreed  to  leave  the  matter  of  the  term  of  the  agreement  to  arbi- 
tration by  the  board  already  selected.  The  men  refused  to  leave  this  matter 
to  arbitration,  claiming  it  was  not  a  matter  for  arbitration,  as  understood  by 
their  agreement  which  settled  the  previous  strike.  The  company  agreed  to 
leave  the  question  as  to  whether  or  not  this  was  so  to  the  board,  but  the  men 
refused  and  went  on  strike. 

This  strike  ended  September  10th.  Every  effort  to  settle  the  strike  by 
local  people,  the  mayor,  board  of  trade,  etc.,  and  the  State  Board,  proved 
unavailing.  Finally  International  President  W.  D.  Mahon  was  brought  into 
the  situation  and  as  a  result  of  his  investigation  he  ordered  the  men  back  to 
work,  leaving  the  term  of  the  contract  to  arbitration. 

I  kept  out  of  the  second  strike  situation  completely,  owing  to  the  fact 
that  my  efforts  during  the  first  strike  were  not  looked  upon  with  favor  by 
many  of  the  officials  and  members  of  Division  No.  537.  One  of  the  incidents 
of  the  first  strike  was  the  condemnation  of  Commissioner  Charles  G.  Wood, 
and  the  allegation  that  he  was  unfair  and  unjust  to  the  men.  In  an  interview 
in  a  newspaper  I  stated  that  my  personal  experience  warranted  the  assertion 
that  I  had  always  found  Commissioner  Wood  fair,  honest  and  impartial  in  his 
hearings  and  decisions. 

There  have  been  a  number  of  other  strikes  in  the  state  during  the  year 
in  which  I  have  not  personally  appeared,  although  I  have  beeen  more  or  less 
closely  in  touch  with  them.  Considerable  credit  is  due  Vice-President  George 
H.  Wrenn  for  his  handling  of  serious  situations  in  Springfield  and  vicinity. 
He  assisted  in  the  Palmer  situation,  gave  up  much  of  his  time  as  counsel  for 
the  Teamsters'  Union  in  assisting  Business  Agent  Wright  and  in  the  case  of 
the  Machinists  and  Button  Workers.  He  has  been  successful  in  all  these 
matters,  the  Teamsters  winning  a  wage  agreement  providing  for  a  reduction 
in  working  hours,  abolition  of  Sunday  and  holiday  work,  and  union  shop 
conditions.  The  State  Board  backed  the  Teamsters  in  this  fight,  a  strike 
lasting  only  one  day  being  called  after  the  team  owners  had  refused  to  comply 
with  the  request  of  the  State  Board  that  the  agreement  be  signed. 

JOHN  R.  LAWSON. 

I  believe  the  Massachusetts  State  Branch,  A.  F.  of  L..  should  go  on 
record  in  most  emphatic  terms  against  the  high-handed  railroading  into 
prison  for  life  of  John  R.  Lawson.  miner,  of  Colorado.  The  facts  in  the 
entire  case  do  not  warrant  prosecution  of  any  kind  whatsoever,  let  alone  a 
sentence  of  life  imprisonment.  It  is  not  charged  that  he  killed  anyone,  nor 
that  he  was  personally  responsible,  except  that  it  happened  that  he  was  an 
officer  of  the  organization  of  miners  who  were  fighting  for  their  rights  under 
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the  law.  He  was  tried  before  a  packed  jury  and  a  judge  who  could  not  assure 
the  prisoner  a  fair  and  impartial  trial  because  he  was  the  instrument  of  the 
Rockefeller  interests,  and  had  been  their  attorney  up  to  the  time  they  made 
him  judge  of  a  new  court. 

Already  labor's  protests  have  had  the  effect  of  preventing  Judge  Hillyer 
from  sitting  in  the  other  cases  pending.  But  we  must  fight  to  have  John  R. 
Lawson  given  his  freedom.  We  should  stand  ready  to  assist  in  any  effort 
that  seeks  his  release  and  the  clearing  of  his  name  of  the  imputation  of  being 
a  murderer. 

CIVIL  SERVICE. 

I  am  of  the  opinion  that  an  investigation  should  be  made  by  a  committee 
of  this  organization  or  an  effort  made  to  have  a  legislative  inquiry  made  into 
the  working  of  the  civil  service.  There  is  too  much  room  for  complaint  with 
the  present  working  of  the  law.  I  have  seen  the  law  made  a  joke  of  in  Holyoke 
the  past  year.  In  making  appointments  under  the  law  the  commission  allows 
places  to  be  filled  "provisionally"  which  acts  to  the  detriment  of  any  one  who 
may  wish  to  try  for  the  position. 

CLAYTON-ANTI-TRUST  LAW. 

There  is  no  question  that  this  is  the  greatest  piece  of  national  legislation 
that  has  ever  been  placed  upon  the  statute  books.  "The  labor  of  a  human 
being  is  not  a  commodity  or  article  of  commerce,"  is  the  important  declara- 
tion made  and  principle  of  industrial  freedom  established  under  it.  It  is 
believed  that  another  case  similar  to  the  Hatters  would  not  be  possible  under 
this  law.  The  labor- movement  may  feel  sure  that  the  lesson  of  persecution 
that  was  ever  before  them  in  the  Hatters'  case  was  largely  responsible  for  the 
passage  of  the  Clayton  law.  If  there  had  never  been  a  Hatters'  case  it  might 
be  there  would  never  have  been  a  Clayton  law.  We  owe  it  to  the  Hatters' 
Union,  for  the  magnificent  fight  they  have  made  and  sacrifices  they  have 
suffered,  to  do  all  in  our  power  to  prevent  the  sale  of  non-union  hats. 

Massachusetts  is  still  the  only  state  in  the  Union  having  a  similar  law. 
We  had  our  "Anti-Injunction"  law  before  we  had  the  Clayton  law.  I  am 
of  the  opinion  that  there  are  various  phases  of  our  law  which  might  be  im- 
proved upon.  I  would  recommend  that  our  legislative  representative  take 
this  matter  up  with  President  Gompers  and  if  such  proves  to  be  the  case 
that  he  be  empowered  to  introduce  the  necessary  changes  to  the  next  General 
Court. 

SEAMEN'S  LAW. 

This  law  releasing  the  seamen  entering  our  ports  from  industrial  slavery 
was  the  cause  of  much  rejoicing  among  the  seamen  and  is  the  result  of 
many  years  of  effort.  I  believe  it  is  being  held  by  legal  authority  that  the  law 
does  not  apply  to  the  seamen  of  some  countries,  and  that  an  effort  will  be 
made  to  remedy  the  defects.  Because  of  the  antagonism  of  the  shipping 
interests  and  the  opposition  of  many  large  papers,  it  is  quite  likely  that  an 
effort  will  be  made  to  nullify  or  repeal  this  law.  We  should  make  it  clear 
to  the  senators  and  congressmen  from  this  state  that  we  expect  them  to  stand 
by  the  law  and  any  perfecting  amendments;  that  we  will  view  as  an  un- 
friendly act  anything  done  to  make  this  law  less  effective. 
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U.  S.  INDUSTRIAL  RELATIONS  COMMISSION. 

The  United  States  Industrial  Relations  Commission  has  made  its  report. 
Labor  was  represented  on  the  commission  by  John  B.  Lennon,  James  O'Con- 
nell  and  Austin  B.  Garretson.  The  chairman  of  the  commission  \\a~  Frank 
P.  Walsh,  a  lawyer  of  highest  standing  in  Kansas  City.  He  is  entitled  I 
greatest  commendation  for  the  fearless  and  effective  manner  in  which  he 
showed  up  the  evils  of  the  Rockefeller  system,  among  other  evils. 

The  report  of  this  commission  is  a  great  document.  The  capitalistic 
of  the  country  have  been  most  severe  in  condemning  it  and  the  chair- 
man of  the  commission,  who,  because  of  his  sympathy  for  the  toiler,  and  his 
desire  to  see  him  get  a  square  deal,  did  not  hesitate  to  bitterly  arraign 
Rockefeller  and  the  industrial  system  he  stands  for.  Only  very  small  extracts 
of  the  report  have  been  printed. 

I  believe  the  report  of  this  commission  should  be  read  by  ever)-  citizen 
in  the  country,  and  especially  by  the  wage  earners.  The  commission  has 
not  the  funds  to  provide  for  its  publication  for  general  circulation.  I  am  of 
the  opinion  that  Congress  should  provide  that  this  document  should  be  printed 
by  the  government  and  in  sufficient  quantities  to  supply  the  demand. 

I  therefore  recommend  that  this  State  Branch  take  action  looking  to  the 
pledging  of  our  senators  and  congressmen  to  make  every  effort  to  have  a 
measure  passed  that  will  provide  for  the  printing  of  the  full  report  and 
findings  for  general  distribution,  free. 

LABOR  MEN   ON   COMMISSIONS. 

I  believe  the  State  Branch  should  start  and  maintain  a  movement  look- 
ing to  the  placing  of  some  bona  fide  union  man.  a  member  of  one  of  our 
locals,  upon  every  commission  in  the  state.  There  is  no  good  reason  why 
these  positions  should  all  be  given  to  those  not  in  the  least  interested  in 
the  welfare  of  the  workers.  Some  of  these  commissioners  receive  large 
salaries  and  it  is  reported  that  Governor  Walsh  does  not  believe  labor  men 
are  competent  for  these  jobs  at  the  salaries  paid.  There  are  at  present  many 
vacancies  to  be  filled,  but  all  requests  that  labor  men  be  appointed  are  ignored. 
I  personally  requested  Governor  Walsh  to  give  this  matter  his  favorable 
consideration  and  appoint  labor  men,  but  I  did  not  receive  any  encouragement. 

I  wish  to  again  express  the  opinion,  however,  that  no  man.  while  serving 
the  State  Branch  in  an  official  position,  should  be  a  candidate  for  any  public 
office  or  allow  the  use  of  his  name  by  others  in  connection  therewith.  I  have 
been  urged  more  than  once,  while  president,  to  be  a  candidate  for  some  of 
these  positions,  but  I  have  held  that  it  injures  this  organization  for  any  man, 
while  holding  an  official  position  in  it,  to  allow  the  use  of  his  name  for  any 
appointive  political  office.  It  is  impossible  to  serve  the  labor  movement  of 
this  state  well  and  at  the  same  time  use  one's  official  position  for  the  purpose 
of  securing  political  preferment.  I  recommend  that  this  convention  go  on 
record  as  being  opposed  to  its  officers  being  candidates  for  political  positions 
or  allowing  their  names  to  be  used  by  others  for  that  purpose. 

LABOR  PRESS. 

The  labor  press  of  the  country  are  doing  a  great  work  in  the  interest 
of  organized  labor — greater  than  is  usually  appreciated  by  the  average  member 
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of  the  union.  While  daily  papers  and  others  than  labor  papers  often  give 
quite  liberally  of  their  space  in  reporting  some  of  the  activities  of  labor,  the 
fact  remains  that  they  will  not  favor  labor  editorially,  nor  will  they  do  that 
which  is  most  desired  by  labor, — publish  the  names  of  those  unfair  to  labor, 
and  urge  people  to  refrain  from  patronizing  them.  The  conventions  of  the 
American  Federation  of  Labor  and  of  international  unions  repeatedly  endorse 
the  work  of  the  bona  fide  labor  papers  and  urge  their  affiliated  locals  to  sup- 
port the  papers  as  unions  for  all  their  members.  Further  than  that  it  is  the 
duty  of  labor  men  to  see  to  it  that  their  merchants  carry  advertising  in  the 
labor  papers. 

One  thing,  aside  from  the  failure  of  the  labor  movement  to  properly 
support  their  labor  papers,  that  v/orks  a  hardship  on  the  bona  fide  labor  paper, 
is  the  circulation  of  papers  purporting  to  be  labor  papers  that  do  not  adhere 
to  labor's  program  and  its  best  interests,  but  are  run  simply  to  hold  up  the 
merchants,  manufacturers  and  politicians  in  the  name  of  labor.  Such  papers, 
and  we  have  some  of  them  in  this  state,  cannot  be  too  strongly  or  too  publicly 
condemned. 

UNION  LABELS. 

I  believe  the  demand  for  union  label  goods  has  been  greater  the  past 
year  than  ever  before.  In  Holyoke  we  have  a  store  where  everything  that  a 
man  needs  can  be  had  with  a  union  label.  In  Springfield  Brother  A.  E.  Fenton 
is  supplying  the  needs  of  the  union  men  and  hopes  soon  to  open  a  store  where 
larger  stocks  can  be  carried.  In  Boston  Brothers  Kaveney  and  Wood  are 
supplying  the  demand.  There  may  be  others  in  the  state  doing  a  similar  work, 
but  I  am  not  aware  of  them.  Because  of  their  activities  in  pushing  the  union 
label  goods  there  are  more  stores  putting  in  union  label  lines.  If  the  men  of 
labor  would  be  more  consistent  the  faithful  advocates  of  the  union  label  would 
be  able  to  make  a  good  living  instead  of  a  hand-to-mouth  existence.  I  want 
to  call  the  attention  of  building  tradesmen  to  the  union  label  "Mephisto"  auger 
bits,  and  hope  support  will  be  given  them. 

There  is  another  reason  besides  mere  consistency  why  union  men  should 
insist  upon  union  label  goods.  The  union  label  is  the  greatest  and  most  in- 
expensive of  organizers.  To  use  the  union  label  a  firm  must  employ  union 
labor  exclusively  under  desirable  conditions.  An  increased  demand  means 
an  increase  in  the  number  of  union  workers  employed.  It  might  not  be  a 
bad  idea  if  more  Central  Labor  Unions  adopted  a  plan  similar  to  that  in  vogue 
in  the  Holyoke  Central  Labor  Union,  where  a  delegate  must  pass  an  examina- 
tion and  show  five  union  labeled  articles  of  wearing  apparel  before  he  can 
be  seated  as  a  delegate. 

FRATERNAL  AFFILIATION  OF  GRANGES. 

J  believe  we  should  make  an  effort  to  secure  the  affiliation  with  us  of 
the  Granges  of  the  state.  In  the  West  the  farmers  have  an  organization 
among  themselves,  but  they  work  in  harmony  with  organized  labor.  They 
are  the  producers  of  the  necessities  of  life  and  we  are  the  consumers.  Both 
classes  have  suffered  from  unprincipled  jobbers  and  speculators.  In  many 
places  co-operative  effort  has  proved  beneficial  to  all  concerned.  Certainly 
both    the   members  of  the   Granges  of  this   state   and   ourselves   would  profit 
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greatly  by  getting  into  closer  touch  with  each  other  and  obtaining  a  better 
understanding  of  the  problems  that  have  to  be  met  by  the  other.  We  cannot 
lose  anything  by  taking  the  initiative  in  this  movement  and  I  hope  we  may  be 
able  to  arrange  with  the  Granges  for  an  exchange  of  fraternal  delegates  at 
conventions,  and  a  closer  relationship  throughout  the  year.  It  is  not  im- 
probable that  if  they  understood  our  labor  movement  better,  and  its  aims 
and  objects,  greater  support  might  be  obtained  from  them;  politically,  in  the 
electing  or  defeating  of  our  enemies;  industrially,  in  the  demand  for  union 
label  goods  and  the  refraining  from  patronizing  of  unfair  concerns. 

FRATERNAL  DELEGATES. 

During  the  past  year  I  have  attended  the  conventions  of  the  State  Federa- 
tions of  Rhode  Island,  Maine  and  Connecticut.  In  each  case  I  was  cordially 
received  and  asked  to  address  the  convention.  I  extended  the  fraternal  greet- 
ings of  the  Massachusetts  State  Branch,  told  of  the  work  we  were  doing,  urged 
them  to  greater  effort  in  pushing  legislation  for  the  relief  of  labor,  and  asked 
that  they  send  fraternal  delegates  to  this  convention.  From  the  expression 
of  the  delegates  at  these  conventions  I  am  convinced  that  the  idea  of  having 
fraternal  delegates  is  a  good  one.  I  recommend  that  the  sending  of  fraternal 
delegates  to  our  sister  State  Branch  conventions  be  continued  in  the  future. 

STATE  BOARD  OF  CONCILIATION  AND  ARBITRATION. 

The  State  Board  of  Conciliation  and  Arbitration  of  this  state  is  doing 
great  work,  saving  thousands  and  thousands  of  dollars  to  the  employers  and 
employes  because  of  their  ability  to  bring  about  settlements  without  strikes. 

It  so  happens  that  this  year  I  have  had  more  personal  contact  with  this 
board  than  ever  before,  although  I  had  previously  had  experience  with  them. 
I  have  always  found  them  willing  to  put  themselves  to  personal  inconvenience 
in  order  to  be  on  hand  promptly  to  prevent  strikes  and  arrange  settlements. 
With  the  possible  exception  of  the  Trolleymen's  strike  in  Holyoke  they  have 
given  service  that  has  satisfied  the  unions  that  they  were  perfectly  fair  and 
honest.  In  the  Trolleymen's  second  strike  their  report  was  turned  down  by 
the  union,  but  later  President  Mahon  of  their  international  association  in- 
structed the  union  to  return  to  work  and  leave  the  matter  of  the  term  of 
the  contract  to  arbitration,  which  was  what  the  Board  recommended.  So  that  it 
would  appear  that  even  in  this  case  their  report  was  a  proper  one,  although 
not  at  the  time  popular  with  the  union. 

Labor  has  a  good  man  on  the  Board  in  the  person  of  a  former  vice- 
president  of  the  Massachusetts  State  Branch,  Frank  M.  Bump.  I  believe  we 
should  back  any  attempt  that  is  made  this  next  year  to  secure  for  the  members 
of  this  Board  an  increase  in  salary.  They  are  a  most  important  Board  and  are 
rendering  a  valuable  service  and  I  can  see  no  reason  why  they  should  be  paid 
so  much  less  than  other  commissions  less  important  to  us.  I  believe  they 
should  receive  as  great  a  salary  as  the  members  of  the  Industrial  Accident 
Board,  at  least. 

Because  George  Fowler  of  the  Valley  Paper  Company,  and  Mayor 
Wright  of  the  Wright  Wire  Company  have  refused  to  abide  by  the  decisions 
of  this  Board  many  workers  have  expressed  the  opinion  that  the  Board  should 
be  given  power  to  enforce  their  decisions.     This  is  a  dangerous  idea,  and  one 
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that  the  employers'  representatives  in  the  legislature  may  seek  to  take  advan- 
tage of  for  the  purpose  of  shackling  us  with  compulsory  arbitration.  We  must 
not  forget  that  compulsory  arbitration  is  slavery  and  would  adversely  affect 
thousands  of  workers  to  one  employer.  We  must  be  on  the  watch  to  prevent 
any  such  move. 

AFFILIATIONS. 

We  have  not  done  as  well  this  year  in  the  way  of  new  affiliations  as  we 
have  during  the  other  years  of  my  administration.  This  is  explained  by  the 
fact  that  in  many  lines  of  industry  business  has  been  bad  and  many  members 
idle  with  consequent  loss  in  income  of  the  local  unions  and  a  hesitancy  in 
investing  in  affiliation.  Then,  too,  for  the  same  reason,  and  in  some  cases 
because  the  organizations  have  given  up  their  charters,  we  have  lost  some 
of  those  we  did  have.  We  secured  30  new  affiliations  and  lost  14  by  suspen- 
sion and  five  withdrew. 

A  vigorous  campaign  must  be  waged  the  coming  year  to  secure  the 
affiliation  of  those  locals  not  yet  affiliated.  As  near  as  I  can  figure  it  out  there 
are  nearly  as  many  locals  not  yet  affiliated  as  there  are  affiliated.  I  would 
recommend  that  a  list  of  the  unions  not  affiliated,  in  each  craft,  be  sent  to 
their  respective  international  unions  with  the  request  that  they  take  the 
matter  up  with  their  locals.  I  believe  an  effort  should  be  made  this  year, 
if  business  conditions  seem  to  warrant,  to  have  some  officer  of  this  organiza- 
tion pay  a  personal  visit  to  the  various  unaffiliated  locals  in  an  effort  to  secure 
their  affiliation. 

FINANCES. 

We  have  continued  to  make  progress,  financially,  this  year  in  spite  of  the 
hard  times.  Owing  to  a  change  in  the  constitution  at  the  last  convention  our 
fiscal  year  consisted  of  but  11  months  this  year.  In  spite  of  this  we  made  a 
gain  of  $314.54  the  past  year.  In  making  the  fiscal  year  end  July  31st  instead 
of  August  31st  we  lose  credit  for  the  best  paying  month  of  the  year.  Taking 
the  income  of  August,  1914,  as  a  basis,  we  would  show  an  increase  in  wealth 
of  over  a  thousand  dollars.  On  September  1,  1914,  we  had  $3,562.78.  On 
August  1,  1915,  we  had  $3,877.32.  Reference  is  made  to  the  report  of  the 
secretary-treasurer  for  a  detailed  report  of  our  receipts  and  expenditures. 


NEW  ENGLAND  FEDERATION. 

From  the  observations  I  have  made  during  my  three  years'  encumbency 
as  president  of  the  State  Branch  I  am  convinced  that  the  organization  of  a 
New  England  Federation  of  Labor  would  be  advisable.  We  need  a  closer 
affiliation  of  the  organization  of  labor  in  the  New  England  States. 

A  closer  federation  of  the  labor  unions  of  New  England  would  mean  a 
closer  relationship,  with  a  better  idea  of  the  things  each  is  striving  for,  in- 
dustrially, and  would  mean  a  more  solid  front  politically.  It  would  mean 
that  the  states  that  are  behind  some  others  would  be  assisted  and  encouraged 
to  bring  their  conditions  up  to  the  best.  It  would  mean  that  we  would 
be   in   a   stronger  position   to   exert   potent   influence   upon    the    delegation    in 
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Congress  from  New  England.  Under  this  plan  greater  concentrated  effort 
could  be  made  in  matters  of  legislation,  and  a  solid  delegation  of  senators  and 
congressmen  from  this  section  would  mean  much  toward  the  success  of  the 
efforts  of  labor  in  Congress.  With  the  senators  elected  by  the  people  this 
might  be  accomplished. 

I  would  recommend  that  this  convention  adopt  this  proposition.  From 
the  thought  I  have  given  the  matter  I  am  convinced  the  basis  of  representa- 
tion should  be  two  delegates  from  each  of  the  six  state  branches,  and  one 
delegate  from  each  of  the  Central  Labor  Unions  in  the  six  states.  If  this 
convention  adopts  this  proposition,  and  I  would  like  to  have  this  State  Branch 
take  the  initiative  in  the  matter,  I  would  suggest  that  the  secretary  be  in- 
structed to  send  out  a  call  to  the  organizations  mentioned  above  for  the 
holding  of  a  preliminary  convention  for  the  purpose  of  organization  and 
apply  for  a  charter  from  the  American  Federation  of  Labor.  I  would  also 
suggest  that  this  convention  elect  two  delegates  to  represent  it  at  this  con- 
vention called  for  the  purpose  of  organizing  the  New  England  Federation 
of  Labor. 

I  believe  it  will  meet  with  favor  from  the  other  State  Federations  for 
in  my  attendance  at  their  conventions  I  made  mention  of  the  proposition  and 
it  was  well  received  by  their  delegates. 

OFFICE  OF  PRESIDENT. 

It  was  at  my  suggestion,  adopted  by  the  Fitchburg  convention  in  1912, 
that  the  Massachusetts  State  Branch,  A.  F.  of  L.,  departed  from  the  old 
idea  of  expecting  the  best  results  from  a  secretary-treasurer  who  was  not 
able  to  give  his  entire  time  to  the  work  of  the  Federation.  Since  that  time 
we  have  made  phenomenal  progress  and  the  action  of  that  convention  has 
been  amply  justified.  We  have  added  to  our  prestige  by  having  a  paid  officer 
continually  on  the  job,  with  a  headquarters  office.  We  have  added  to  our 
affiliations  and  treasury. 

I  believe  the  State  Branch  has  reached  a  position  now  where  we  might 
well  consider  another  step  in  advance.  As  I  am  not  a  candidate  for  re- 
election as  president  and  therefore  not  a  beneficiary  from  the  suggestion.  I 
feel  that  I  should  make  the  proposition  at  this  time  that  my  experience  in 
the  office  for  three  years  seems  to  warrant. 

I  would  recommend  for  your  consideration  the  placing  of  the  office  of 
president  upon  the  same  permanent  salaried  basis,  as  is  the  office  of  secretary- 
treasurer,  the  president  to  devote  his  entire  time  to  the  work  of  the  State  Branch 
for  which  he  should  receive  the  sum  of  $1,800  a  year. 

There  is  no  question  but  what  this  federation  should  be  in  a  position 
to  have  its  president  act  as  organizer  and  do  something  to  assist  in  more 
thoroughly  organizing  the  thousands  upon  thousands  of  unorganized  in  the 
state.  He  could  participate  in  labor  forward  movements,  be  read)'  to  assist 
any  local  on  strike  or  about  to  go  on  strike.  He  should  have  charge  of  the 
legislative  work  of  the  organization,  thus  reducing  the  expense  of  the  organ- 
ization. Under  this  proposition,  if  it  is  the  desire  of  the  convention  to  con- 
tinue having  a  legislative  committee,  the  laws  of  the  organization  should  be 
changed  so  that  the  legislative  committee  would  be  subject  to  the  call  of  the 
president  for  legislative  work. 
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AMENDMENTS  TO   LABOR  LAWS. 

We  should  strive  to  amend  the  law  regarding  the  employment  of  labor 
by  or  on  behalf  of  the  state,  county,  city  or  town,  called  the  eight-hour  law. 
During  the  year  instances  have  come  to  my  attention  of  employes  being 
obliged  to  work  longer  than  48  hours  per  week,  although  employed  but  eight 
hours  a  day.  By  making  these  employes  work  seven  days  a  week  I  believe 
the  intent  and  spirit  of  the  present  law  is  violated,  but  I  have  been  told  by 
those  charged  with  the  enforcement  of  the  law  that  the  48-hour  limit  cannot 
be  enforced  as  the  law  now  stands.  The  legislative  representative  of  this 
organization  should  be  instructed  to  see  to  it  that  this  defect  is  overcome. 

I  have  had  occasion  to  assist  mothers  with  dependent  children  get  aid 
under  the  law.  I  find  deserving  mothers  do  not  like  to  go  to  the  overseers 
of  the  poor  for  aid.  I  would  recommend  that  an  effort  be  made  to  provide 
some  better  method  of  dispensing  aid  under  this  law. 

During  the  past  year  enemies  of  labor  in  New  York  state  have  been  able 
to  consolidate  the  labor  and  accident  commissions.  That  has  been  attempted 
in  this  state  before  and  may  be  again.  I  believe  that  this  convention  should 
place  itself  on  record  against  any  such  consolidation  and  authorize  its  officers 
to  oppose  a  move  of  that  kind  if  made. 

The  law  we  have  on  the  books  relative  to  preventing  discrimination  against 
members  of  unions  has  apparently  been  nullified  by  a  court  decision  in  another 
state.  I  believe  our  law  could  be  amended  so  that  the  charge  of  unconstitu- 
tionality would  not  be  possible. 

WORKMEN'S   COMPENSATION   LAW. 

There  are  several  changes  which  I  believe  should  be  made  to  the  Work- 
men's Compensation  Law.  At  my  suggestion  bills  were  presented  to  the  last 
General  Court  on  some  of  these  matters,  but  failed  of  passage.  This  law  is 
proving  of  great  value  to  the  workers  in  the  state,  and  while  I  believe  that 
we  have  one  of  the  best  compensation  laws  in  the  country  there  is  room 
for  improvement,  without  adding  too  much  of  a  burden  to  the  industries  of 
the  state. 

I  recommend  that  bills  be  introduced  in  the  next  Legislature  providing 
for  the  following  improvements:  Hospital  expenses,  medicine  and  medical 
attendance  during  the  entire  time  of  incapacity;  reduction  of  the  waiting 
period  in  every  case  from  14  days  to  10  days;  payment  of  compensation  from 
the  day  of  injury  where  the  incapacity  lasts  for  a  period  of  three  weeks  or 
longer;  increase  of  maximum  of  compensation  from  $10  to  $15;  strike  out  the 
words  "for  the  loss  by  severance,"  wherever  they  occur  and  insert  the  words 
"for  the  loss  of  the  use  of." 

In  addition  to  the  above  changes  there  are  other  matters  that  I  believe 
should  be  given  attention.  I  believe  the  fees  for  arbitrators  should  be  increased 
i?  lawyers  are  to  be  allowed  $25  or  $50  for  their  services.  I  know  of  one 
case  where  a  lawyer  who  did  not  even  try  to  get  the  maximum  of  com- 
pensation for  his  client  was  allowed  $50.  Other  cases  are  on  record  where 
the  difference  in  fees  is  disproportionate  with  the  service  rendered. 

I  recommend  that  some  action  be  taken  looking  toward  the  elimination 
of  all  companies  in  connection  with  the  workmen's  compensation  law,  the 
state  association  as  well  as  all  private  corporations. 
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I  recommend  that  all  employers  be  compelled  to  insure  under  the  act. 
Too  many  workers  fail  to  get  compensation  because  their  employers  are  not 
insured,  and  because  they  have  nothing  that  can  be  secured  in  payment  of  a 
judgment  should  one  be  obtained. 

In  connection  with  these  last  two  recommendations  I  am  impressed  with 
the  benefits  that  would  accrue  to  the  workers  if  the  law  provided  that  every 
employer  must  pay  to  the  Industrial  Accident  Board  (or  a  department  of  it 
that  might  be  established)  an  insurance  premium  in  proportion  to  the  number 
of  employes  engaged,  in  the  same  manner  as  now  in  vogue  with  private 
companies.  All  payments  of  compensation  for  injuries  should  be  made  by 
the  Board  itself  direct  to  the  proper  beneficiaries.  We  find  too  many  cases 
now  where  efforts  are  made  to  evade  paying  the  just  claims  for  compensa- 
tion of  injured  workers.  It  is  but  natural  for  the  companies  to  try  and  save 
all  they  can  for  themselves,  but  the  worker  loses.  I  am  firmly  convinced 
that  in  industries  employing  large  numbers  of  foreigners  who  speak  English 
poorly  or  not  at  all,  who  do  not  understand  what  their  rights  are  under  the 
law,  there  are  large  numbers  who  either  do  not  get  any  compensation  or  who 
are  given  doctor's  treatment  for  a  short  time  and  a  small  sum  of  money  and 
are  made  to  believe  they  are  being  well  treated,  who  would,  under  this  plan 
of  state  insurance  get  all  that  was  coming  to  them.  Inspectors  of  the  depart- 
ment or  Board  (we  might  need  a  few  more  of  them)  would  make  a  report  on 
the  cases  and  payment  would  be  made.  A  large  number  of  arbitration  hearings 
are  now  held  every  year  at  considerable  expense  which  under  this  plan  could 
be  dispensed  with,  thus  reducing  the  cost  of  insurance  to  the  employer  and 
delay  in  the  payment  of  compensation  to  the  needy  employe.  The  right  of  the 
injured  person  to  appeal  and  arbitration  should  be  reserved,  but  I  believe  the 
number  of  appeals  or  arbitration  hearings  demanded  would  be  negligible. 

Another  reason  why  I  am  so  strongly  in  favor  of  establishing  this  prin- 
ciple of  having  the  state  handle  the  insurance  is  that  it  might  eventually  be 
possible  (and  much  easier)  to  establish  a  system  of  old  age  pensions.  If  it 
is  good  law  to  make  industry  stand  for  the  accidents  to  its  workers,  why  is  it 
not  equally  good  law  and  logic  to  say  to  the  employer  that  industry  must 
pay  the  man  who  reaches  that  time  in  life,  after  long  service  in  industry,  when 
the  employer  seeks  to  discard  him  for  younger  employes?  It  would  be  a 
penalty  for  the  employer  to  demand  a  man's  best  energy  in  the  prime  of  life 
at  starvation  wages,  only  to  discard  him  as  he  got  along  in  years. 

An  effort  was  made  by  employers  this  year  to  amend  the  law  so  that  they 
might  insure  their  own  employes.  This  is  what  is  called  "self-insurance"  and 
was  opposed  by  us  this  year.  A  definite  stand  in  opposition  to  this  idea  of 
self-insurance  should  be  taken  by  this  convention. 

LEGISLATION. 

We  have  not  been  as  fortunate  in  securing  legislation  this  year  as  we 
were  last  year.  The  main  reason  I  can  advance  to  account  for  it  is  that  at 
the  last  election  too  many  workers  reversed  themselves  at  the  polls  and 
elected  a  republican  legislature.  Too  many  listened  to  the  swan  song  of 
labor's  enemies  and  the  employers,  who  arbitrarily  shut  down  plants  and 
demoralized  industry  as  a  punishment  for  electing  a  state  and  national  demo- 
cratic control  of  affairs. 
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We  were  so  badly  off  this  year  that  we  could  not  even  put  labor's  enemies 
on  record  by  roll  call  on  our  measures.  We  witnessed  the  sorry  spectacle  this 
year  of  members  of  textile  unions  of  New  Bedford  and  Fall  River  appearing 
at  legislative  hearings  in  opposition  to  State  Branch  bills.  We  need  a  better 
grade  of  unionism  among  the  textile  workers.  In  fact,  when  one  considers  the 
number  of  workers  employed  in  the  textile  industry,  the  small  number  who  are 
members  of  unions,  and  the  poor  quality  of  the  unionism  of  many  of  those 
organized,  it  is  discouraging  trying  to  do  anything  for  them.  The  holding  of 
this  convention  in  their  midst  may  help  some. 

For  detailed  information  on  the  legislative  activities  of  the  State  Branch 
you  are  respectfully  referred  to  the  report  of  the  Legislative  Committee. 

I  recommend  that  this  convention  authorize  the  legislative  representative 
to  see  to  it  that  whatever  bills  are  called  for  in  this  report  be  drawn  by  it  and 
introduced  into  the  next  General  Court. 

OPEN  AIR  MEETINGS. 

I  believe  it  would  be  a  good  thing  for  the  labor  movement  of  New  Bedford 
if  this  convention  would  provide  for  open  air  meetings  each  night  on  the 
various  street  corners  and  other  public  places.  I  am  sure,  after  my  experience 
of  last  fall,  that  a  strong  list  of  speakers  from  among  the  delegates  to  this  con- 
vention could  be  made  up,  and  that  they  would  not  be  able  to  speak  any  too 
strongly  and  emphatically  of  the  principles  of  organized  labor.  If  we  are  to 
make  this  convention  worth  while  to  New  Bedford  we  must  inaugurate  a  cam- 
paign that  will  stir  them  up  and  let  them  know  what  unionism  means,  and. 
what  their  duty  is  to  the  State  Branch. 

JAMES  B.  CARROLL. 

During  the  past  year  Supreme  Court  Justice  James  B.  Carroll  saw  fit  to 
accept  an  appointment  to  the  Superior  Court  and  soon  after  he  was  elevated 
to  the  Supreme  Court. 

As  a  member  of  the  Industrial  Accident  Board  from  its  inception,  Judge 
Carroll  has  done  a  great  work  in  perfecting  the  Workmen's  Compensation  Law; 
in  so  interpreting  it  and  presenting  matters  on  appeal  to  the  higher  courts  that 
our  law  has  been  made  stronger  and  better.  He  has  done  most  valuable  ser- 
vice on  the  Industrial  Accident  Board,  and  labor  owes  him  a  great  debt  of 
gratitude  for  his  great  interest  in  the  humane  side  of  this  legislation  and  his 
efforts  to  insure  to  the  injured  worker  his  full  rights  under  the  law. 

I  believe  I  speak  for  the  entire  labor  movement  of  this  state  when  I  say 
that  we  all  felt  grieved  when  we  heard  of  his  accepting  a  judgeship  on  the  Supe- 
rior Court  Bench — we  felt  we  had  lost  our  best  friend.  When,  however,  we 
heard  of  his  appointment  to  the  highest  court  in  the  state  we  were  more  recon- 
ciled to  his  leaving  the  Industrial  Accident  Board  (although  we  were  sure  his 
place  could  not  be  filled),  and  wish  him  long  life  in  his  new  position.  Labor 
needs  all  the  friends  it  can  get  on  the  Supreme  Court  Bench.  In  Judge  Carroll 
we  have  a  man  who  can  be  relied  upon  to  give  labor,  as  well  as  others,  a  square 
deal. 

I  believe  this  convention  should  adopt  a  resolution,  setting  forth  our 
appreciation  of  his  great  service  on  the  Industrial  Accident  Board,  as  its 
chairman,  and  our  pleasure  at  his  appointment  to  the  Supreme  Court  Bench, 
and  send  him  a  copy  of  the  same. 
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UNION  SHOP. 

More  and  more  as  the  days  go  by  I  am  convinced  that  the  labor  unions 
of  this  state  should  exert  every  effort  to  secure  agreements  with  their  em- 
ployers that  provide  for  union  conditions  and  the  employment  of  members  of 
their  union.  By  a  strict  observance  of  all  the  conditions  of  our  contracts  we 
can  popularize  the  idea  of  collective  bargaining  and  working  agreements.  We 
are  right  when  we  maintain  that  those  working  beside  us  and  enjoying  the 
same  wages  and  working  conditions  as  ourselves  should  join  our  unions  and 
contribute  their  share,  morally  and  financially,  toward  their  maintenance  and 
improvement.  I  would  suggest  that  we  refer  to  the  union  shop  as  a  union 
shop  and  refrain  from  using  the  employers'  designation  of  "closed  shop."  The 
only  really  "closed  shop"  is  the  non-union  shop. 

EIGHT-HOUR  DAY. 

We  should  exert  every  effort  possible  this  year  to  bring  about  the  universal 
acceptance  of  the  eight-hour  day  by  all  the  trades  in  the  state.  The  machinists 
have  made  a  great  start  and  brought  the  agitation  for  an  eight-hour  day  to 
such  a  point  that  with  the  proper  kind  of  support  and  co-operation  we  should 
be  able  to  carry  the  message  to  other  workers  and  persuade  them  to  organize 
and  fight  for  an  eight-hour  day. 

When  we  study  the  situation  in  Bridgeport  we  can  see  how  this  can  be 
brought  about.  In  attending  the  Connecticut  Federation  of  Labor  convention 
the  first  week  of  this  month  I  heard  reports  which  showed  that  with  the  great 
enthusiasm  among  the  machinists  and  their  successes  came  an  unrest  on  the 
part  of  others  which  has  resulted  in  thoroughly  organizing  the  big  corset 
factories  of  that  city  and  the  attainment  of  the  eight-hour  day  and  better 
wages. 

Within  the  past  few  weeks  the  consistent  organizing  campaign  that  has 
been  carried  on  in  Springfield  has  brought  about  eight-hour  day  concessions 
from  a  number  of  large  plants,  the  Hendee  Manufacturing  Company,  makers 
of  the  Indian  motorcycle,  among  them. 

I  would  urge  upon  the  workers  that  they  insist  upon  a  workday  of  eight 
hours  EACH  day  instead  of  working  more  than  eight  hours  some  days  for 
the  purpose  of  getting  the  Saturday  half-holiday.  By  doing  this  you  could 
later  demand  the  Saturday  half-holiday,  thus  reducing  your  hours  per  week 
to  44.  I  believe  this  course  is  not  only  the  more  consistent  but  the  wisest  and 
most  advantageous  to  the  workers  in  the  end. 

TOURING  WITH   PRESIDENT   GOMPERS. 

A  request  was  made  to  the  executive  board  early  in  the  year  that  I  be 
sent  to  Haverhill  as  a  speaker,  representing  the  State  Branch,  at  a  monster 
mass  meeting  the  Central  Labor  Union  proposed  holding.  The  executive 
board  authorized  my  attendance.  It  was  a  grand  celebration  and  I  am  confident 
it  must  have  done  a  great  deal  of  good  in  promoting  the  aims  and  objects  of 
the  labor  movement.  The  chief  speaker  of  the  evening,  of  course,  was  Presi- 
dent Gompers.  His  address  was  most  eloquent  and  forceful,  calling  particular 
attention  to  the  fact  that  in  the  passage  of  the  Clayton  and  seamen's  laws  labor 
had  finally  established  its  release  from  bondage,  that  it  was  encumbent  upon 
every  right-thinking  union  man  to  work  and  vote  for  the  passage  of  the  equal 
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suffrage  amendment,  and  that  we  should  all  exert  ourselves  to  organize  the 
unorganized,  that  shortening  the  hours  increased  the  pay.  The  hall  was  packed 
and  gave  our  revered  president  a  grand  reception. 

When  the  unionists  of  Lawrence  and  Lowell  heard  of  his  appearance  in 
Haverhill  they  made  a  strong  appeal  to  President  Gompers  that  he  visit  their 
respective  cities  and  say  a  few  words  to  the  people.  President  Gompers  ac- 
cepted the  invitation,  and  I  was  privileged  to  accompany  him,  speaking  in  each 
city.  The  reception  given  our  "Grand  Old  Man"  in  each  of  the  cities  visited 
was  most  cordial  and  pleasing. 

In  spite  of  the  fact  that  I  have  been  active  in  the  trade  union  movement 
as  member  and  officer,  a  great  many  years.  I  had  never  before  had  the  personal 
privilege  of  meeting  President  Gompers.  It  is  putting  it  mild  to  say  that  I 
enjo^-ed  every"  moment  of  the  time  spent  with  him.  that  I  received  much  in- 
struction and  inspiration. 

It  might  not  be  amiss  right  here  to  suggest  that,  in  view  of  the  great  good 
his  visit  accomplished,  and  the  great  work  he  is  doing  for  the  workers,  and  as 
a  reply  to  labor's  enemies  who  are  continually  attacking  him  and  trying  to 
persuade  labor  that  he  is  not  a  wise  leader,  that  we  adopt  a  strong  resolution 
expressing  our  confidence  in  him.  our  continued  loyalty  and  hope  of  continued 
good  health,  that  he  may  long  be  spared  to  us  as  our  peerless  leader. 

THE  WORLD  TRAGEDY. 

We  cannot  help  view  with  horror  the  tremendous  slaughter  of  working 
people  taking  place  in  Europe.  If  as  a  result  of  it  there  will  come  a  change 
from  kingdoms  to  republics  it  may  be  worth  while,  but  the  cost  is  already 
tremendous.  The  effects  of  this  great  war  are  being  felt  in  this  country,  and 
although  profiting  some  industries  engaged  in  the  manufacture  of  munitions 
of  war,  is  most  injurious  to  most  others.  We  hope  to  see  the  day  when  by 
organization  the  wage  earners  of  this  whole  world  will  be  able  to  set  at  defiance 
the  whim  and  caprice  of  monarchs  and  make  war  impossible.  If  we  are  banded 
together  strong  enough  and  refuse  to  take  each  other's  lives,  there  can  be  no 
war.  The  demoralization  of  labor  conditions  in  the  countries  at  war  is  so 
great  that  it  will  take  years  to  recover  lost  ground.  We  must  at  least  be  thank- 
ful that  so  far  we  have  been  able  to  keep  out  of  the  conflict  and  I  hope  may. 
with  honor,  avoid  participation  in  the  conflict. 

WOMAN'S  SUFFRAGE. 

For  years  organized  labor  has  stood  behind  the  effort  to  bring  about  the 
enfranchisement  of  women.  This  proposition  has  been  a  part  of  the  platform 
of  the  American  Federation  of  Labor  for  at  least  25  years,  according  to 
President  Gompers.  who  spoke  at  the  large  mass  meeting  in  Haverhill  last 
May.  He  urged  upon  the  labor  men  of  this  state  to  do  everything  in  our 
power  to  see  to  it  that  now  that  we  had  gotten  this  measure  past  two  legis- 
latures and  placed  upon  the  ballot  for  the  suffrage  of  the  voters,  that  it  should 
pass  by  a  large  majority  and  thus  be  removed  from  debatable  ground.  I  have 
done  everything  in  my  power  to  make  effective  the  order  of  the  last  convention 
and  have  on  many  occasions  introduced  speakers  in  Holyoke. 

I  recommend  that  the  State  Branch  continue  to  make  every  effort  to 
secure  the  passage  of  this  amendment  by  the  voters  this  fall. 
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CONCLUSION. 

While  I  realize  that  this  report  is  somewhat  long.  I  have  not  been  able 
to  see  how  I  could  make  it  any  shorter  and  cover  the  many  important  hap- 
penings of  the  past  year,  and  make  the  recommendations  which  my  three 
years'  experience  as  president  seemed  to  warrant.  In  fact  it  would  have  been 
an  easy  matter,  and  might  have  proved  interesting,  to  have  dealt  at  greater 
length  on  some  of  these  matters  only  briefly  touched  upon  here.  The  consti- 
tution provides  that  I  shall  render  an  account  of  my  stewardship  and  I  have 
tried  to  do  so.  Then,  too,  I  have  felt  that  as  I  am  retiring  as  president  of  this 
State  Branch  this  year  I  would  never  have  so  good  an  opportunity  to  present 
these  matters  for  your  consideration. 

When  I  took  office  at  the  Fitchburg  convention  in  1912  there  was  SI. 122.81 
in  the  treasury  and  we  had  no  officer  devoting  his  whole  time  to  the  work  of 
the  State  Branch.  .My  suggestion  that  we  make  the  office  of  secretary-treasurer 
a  permanent,  salaried  one,  was  adopted.  Since  that  time  we  have  paid  him  in 
salary  the  sum  of  $4,600;  paid  about  S500  for  headquarters  office:  paid  about 
S300  for  safe  and  office  equipment:  and  still,  with  only  11  months  included  in 
this  fiscal  year  ( August  of  last  year  showed  over  $850  in  receipts  >  we  had  on 
August  1,  1915.  S3.877.32.  This  is  an  increase  of  $2. 754.51  over  the  amount  in 
the  treasury  in  1912.  When  one  considers  the  amounts  spent  during  the  three 
years  I  believe  it  must  be  admitted  by  the  most  critical  that  substantial,  even 
phenomenal,  progress  has  been  made.  During  this  same  period  we  have 
secured  200  affiliations,  which  in  itself  is  some  record. 

I  want  to  express  my  hearty  appreciation  for  the  loyal  co-operation  and 
support  given  me  during  my  term  of  office  by  the  officers  of  the  State  Branch, 
the  delegates  of  the  various  conventions,  and  the  members  of  local  unions,  for 
the  progress  made  would  have  been  impossible  otherwise.  I  deem  it  a  great 
honor  to  have  been  three  times  elected  president  of  this  State  Federation 
without  opposition.  I  am  more  proud  than  words  can  express  at  the  high 
place  held  by  the  Massachusetts  State  Branch,  A.  F.  of  L..  and  have  constantly 
tried  to  maintain,  and  if  possible  add  to,  its  prestige  and  power.

REPORT  OF  THE 
SECRETARY-TREASURER 


To  the  Officers  and  Delegates  to  the  30th   Convention  of  the  Massachusetts

Fellow  Workers: 

This  occasion  affords  me  the  honor  to  submit  to  you  a  detailed  statement 
of  the  receipts  and  expenditures  beginning  September  1,  1914,  to  July  31,  1915. 

It  is  with  satisfaction  that  I  report  at  the  close  of  this  year  a  balance  in 
the  treasury  of  $3877.32.  Although  my  report  this  year  includes 
receipts  and  expenses  for  only  eleven  months,  nevertheless  the  balance  for 
monies  on  hand  after  all  current  expenses  have  been  met,  shows  an  increase  of 
$314.54  over  last  year.  I  am  able  to  make  this  report  for  eleven 
months  instead  of  a  full  year  because  by  vote  of  the  last  convention,  the  fiscal 
year  expired  July  31st,  1915.

LABOR  LEGISLATION. 

This  subject  will  be  reported  by  the  Legislative  Committee,  who  have 
worked  faithfully  and  efficiently  during  the  past  session  of  the  Legislature. 
On  the  various  occasions  when  I  was  asked  to  work  with  the  Committee.  I 
assisted  them  to  the  best  of  my  ability. 

As  Secretary  of  this  organization  and  as  a  member  of  the  Legislative 
Committee  of  1913-14,  it  is  most  gratifying  to  call  to  your  attention  the  com- 
mendation of  the  Executive  Council  of  the  American  Federation  of  Labor 
regarding  the  work  accomplished  by  our  Legislative  Committee  in  Massachu- 
setts in  securing  progressive  legislation.  In  its  report  to  the  Philadelphia  Con- 
vention last  November,  referring  to  the  enactment  of  the  Anti-Injunction  Bill 
in  our  commonwealth,  they  said,  under  the  caption: 
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"MASSACHUSETTS   MODEL    LABOR    LAW. 

Beginning  with  the  Revolutionary  days,  the  old  Bay  State  has  been  a  leader 
in  the  cause  of  human  freedom.  Nor  does  that  Commonwealth  now  lag  behind 
in  the  march  of  progress — it  is  one  of  the  foremost  states  in  progressive  en- 
lightened legislation.  During  the  past  year  Massachusetts  has  placed  upon  its 
statute  books  a  law  securing  to  the  working  people — the  masses  of  the  people — 
the  legal  right  to  activities  necessary  for  promoting  their  industrial  welfare. 
This  legal  right  carries  with  it  a  greater  degree  of  industrial  freedom — a  free- 
dom that  vitally  concerns  the  lives  and  the  welfare  of  the  people.  This  law 
in  a  very  direct  and  positive  manner  guarantees  to  laborers  the  right  to  organ- 
ize, the  right  to  exercise  the  normal  activities  of  organization  in  order  to  better 
economic  conditions,  and  forbids  the  misuse  of  the  injunctive  process  to  deny 
workers  the  right  to  legitimate  activities  in  industrial  disputes.  The  law  is 
founded  upon  the  bill  drafted  and  supported  by  the  American  Federation  of 
Labor  for  federal  enactment.  (The  "Pearre  Bill'  and  later  the  "Wilson  Bill.") 
The  Executive  Council  recommends  that  all  state  federations  and  central 
bodies  make  every  effort  to  secure  the  passage  by  their  respective  state  legisla- 
tures of  a  law  such  as  now  exists  in  Massachusetts. 

UNION  LABELS. 

As  organization  in  industry  is  the  fundamental  principle  which  leads  to 
the  betterment  of  the  workers,  and  the  Union  Label  is  the  outward  sign  of 
organization,  I  would  urge  that  Central  Labor  Unions  and  Union  Label  Sec- 
tions appoint  label  committees  to  visit  local  unions  and  the  merchants  of  their 
respective  localities  requesting  them  to  use  only  Union  Labeled  products. 

In  this  connection,  I  would  recommend  that  Central  Labor  Unions  set 
aside  one  Sunday  quarterly  to  be  designated  as  "Union  Label  Sunday,"  at 
which  time  special  talks  pertinent  to  the  subject  be  made  by  prominent  men 
in  the  Trade  Union  movement.  I  feel  that  this  organization  would  be  wiling 
to  respond  to  appeals  for  speakers  for  such  occasions. 

GRIEVANCES. 

There  were  many  grievances  submitted  to  the  Executive  Council  the  past 
year;  with  the  exception  of  a  few,  they  were  successfully  settled. 

BUREAU  OF  LABOR  AND  INDUSTRIES. 

I  am  pleased  to  call  to  the  attention  of  the  delegates  the  good  worR  ac- 
complished by  the  Bureau  of  Labor  and  Industries  in  enforcing  labor  laws.  I 
have  always  found  the  members  of  this  department  willing  to  investigate  arfy 
case  called  to  their  attention  by  me. 

Great  credit  should  be  given  to  Edwin  Mulready,  Labor  Commissioner, 
and  his  assistant,  Cornelius  J.  Carmody,  formerly  a  member  of  our  Legislative 
Committee,  Edward  Wallace,  Esq.,  Counsel  for  the  Board,  and  Miss  Lynch, 
for  their  interest  and  earnestness  in  seeing  that  the  letter  of  the  law  was  ob- 
served. 

Many  good  decisions  have  been  rendered  by  the  courts  beneficial  to  the 
working  people  in  the  enforcement  of  these  laws. 
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ORGANIZATION. 

I  want  to  impress  upon  you  the  necessity  of  greater  organization,  for  by 
organization  we  can  secure  the  opportunity  to  obtain  those  ideals  for  which 
we  aim,— happiness  and  betterment  of  conditions  to  the  workers.  We  realize 
that  we  cannot  secure  as  individuals  the  recognition  from  employers  and 
legislative  bodies  that  we  can  obtain  as  an  organized  body,  taking  our  place 
as  an  economic  organization,  and  for  that  reason  1  would  urge  that  in  return- 
ing to  your  homes  you  solicit  locals  in  your  district  that  are  not  affiliated  with 
this  State  Branch,  to  become  a  component  part  of  our  organization,  and  thus 
help  in  maintaining  and  promoting  our  success. 

In  closing  my  report,  I  wish  to  acknowledge  the  pleasant  relations  that 
have  existed  between  my  colleagues  on  the  Executive  Board  and  me,  and  to 
express  at  this  time  my  appreciation  for  the  co-operation  extended  to  me  by 
them  during  the  past  year.

REPORT    OF    EXECUTIVE    COUNCIL. 

To  the  Officers  of  and  Delegates  to  the  Thirtieth  Annual  Convention  of  the 
Massachusetts   State   Branch,   A.   F.    of  L. 

Greeting: 

Your  Executive  Council  respectfully  submits  the  following  as  its  report 
for  the  past  year: 

Since  the  last  convention  the  Council  has  been  in  session  five  times; 
the  earlier  meetings  were  devoted  chiefly  to  joint  sessions  with  the  Legis- 
lative Committee  at  which  resolutions  referred  to  the  Council  by  the  Boston 
Convention  were  considered;  the  Council  extended  invitations  to  signers  of 
resolutions  and  other  persons  interested  in  the  matter  under  consideration  to 
appear  before  the  Board  and  aid  us  with  their  opinion  and  advice:  these 
invitations  were  liberally  accepted  and  the  Board  feels  that  through  this 
means  the  knowledge  imparted  and  ideas  advanced  were  of  great  value 
to  us  in  our  work. 

The  resolutions  were  disposed  of  in  various  ways,  and  the  minutes  of 
the  meetings  will  show  this  in  detail. 

One  of  the  early  acts  of  the  Council  was  to  congratulate  Vice-President 
Kearney  upon  his  election  as  representative  to  the  General  Court  from  East 
Boston  and  to  instruct  Secretary  Joyce  to  have  a  floral  tribute  placed  upon 
his   desk  in"  the   House    of   Representatives   on    Inauguration    Day. 

At  the  request  of  Organizer  N.  J.  Nally  of  the  Retail  Clerks,  the  Riker- 
Jaynes  chain  of  drug  stores  were  placed  on  the  "We  Don't  Patronize  List." 

The  Board  instructed  Secretary  Joyce  to  go  to  Fall  River  if  necessary 
and  assist  Vice  President  Holleran  in  adjusting  the  Bartenders  situation  in 
that  city. 
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The  Board  extended  its  assistance  to  the  Electrical  Workers  Union  in  the 
legislation  on  the  Corporation  Act,  at  the  request  of  a  number  of  Boston  Elec- 
trical Workers. 

Commissioner  Joseph  A.  Parks  of  the  Industrial  Accident  Board  appeared 
before  the  Executive  Board  and  spoke  on  what  the  Industrial  Accident  Com- 
mission has  done,  and  contemplates  doing  next  year.  He  laid  stress  on  pro- 
posed plan  to  debar  men  from  certain  occupations  because  of  their  suscepti- 
bility to  certain  ailments,  showing  that  it  opened  the  way  for  the  most  flag- 
rant discrimination  against  workmen. 

It  was  voted  that  Executive  Board  members  give  all  assistance  possible 
in  their  respective  districts  to  have  the  local  unions  co-operate  with  the  Indus- 
trial Accident  Board  in  the  labor  department  in  the  forcing  of  safety  ap- 
pliances. 

In  accordance  with  instructions  of  the  last  convention,  the  Board  prepared 
a  bill  calling  for  the  abolition  of  the  State  Board  of  Labor  and  Industries  and 
the  election  of  a  Labor  Commissioner  by  the  people.  The  progress  and  fate 
of  this  bill  will  be  dealt  with  by  the  Legislative  Committee  in  their  report. 

The  Board  emphatically  reiterated  the  opposition  of  the  labor  movement 
to  compulsory  arbitration  and  Biennial  Elections. 

As  in  former  years,  considerable  confusion  was  caused  by  individuals  and 
local  unions  overlooking  the  constitutional  provision  regarding  bills  that  have 
been  acted  upon  by  the  convention  and  the  Board  found  it  necessary  to  estab- 
lish the  firm  policy  that  in  the  future  all  bills  not  designated  as  State  Branch 
Bills  are  to  be  introduced  under  local  unions'  names  or  names  of  individuals 
and  then  to  receive  the  support  of  the  State  Branch,  but  not  to  be  introduced 
under  the  name  of  State  Branch. 

If  the  delegates  will  bear  this  in  mind  it  will  be  of  great  assistance  to  the 
in-coming  Executive  Board  and  Legislative  Committee. 

The  Board  took  initiative  in  matter  of  endeavoring  to  provide  for  employ- 
ment of  citizens  as  Industrial  Inspectors,  in  the  municipalities  and  also  to  ex- 
tend the  age  limit  beyond  35  years,  but  at  request  of  local  unions  bringing  in 
the  resolution  it  was  decided  to  wait  until  next  year  before  proceeding  with 
the  work. 

Secretary  Joyce,  acting  with  the  New  Bedford  C.  L.  U.  and  officials  of  the 
International  Unions,  have  complied  with  the  request  of  the  Boston  conven- 
tion and  organized  a  Culinary  Workers  Union  in  the  city  of  New  Bedford. 

As  to  resolutions  calling  for  the  circularizing  of  the  state  in  the  interest 
of  the  Bakers  Union  label,  the  request  was  granted  and  circulars  have  been  sent 
throughout  the  entire  state  asking  trade  unions  and  friends  to  refrain  from 
buying  bread  unless  the  label  of  the  Bakery  Workers'  Union  is  upon  same. 

The  International  Bakers  Union  asked  aid  of  State  Branch  in  campaign 
they  are  waging  against  use  of  Ward's  Tip  Top  non-union  bread,  and  Council 
voted  to  grant  assistance  and  circular  letter  was  sent  throughout  the  state, 
requesting  organized  labor  and  its  friends  not  to  purchase  same. 

The  last  convention  having  given  instructions  to  try  and  adjust  the  diffi- 
culties existing  at  the  Old  South  Building  in  Boston  with  the  Elevator  Opera- 
tors Union,  the  Council  decided  to  put  the  matter  entirely  in  the  hands  of  the 
Secretary,  who  has  conferred  from  time  to  time  with  the  representatives  of  the 
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Office  Building  Cleaners'  Union  and  the  Elevator  Operators,  also  a  representa- 

tive  of  the  C.  L.  U.,  representatives  of  the  Street  Carmen,  Allied  Building 
Trades,  Typographical  Union,  Telephone  Operators,  fall  tenants),  and  also 
with  Fred  W.  Mansfield;  they  organized  and  met  as  a  tenant  committee  of  the 
Old  South  Building.  Mr.  Mansfield  waited  upon  the  owners,  agent  and  super- 
intendent of  the  building,  as  agent  of  our  committee.  It  was  reported  back 
10  the  sub-committee  that  the  owners,  agent  or  superintendent  would  not 
oppose  the  organization  of  the  men  but  felt  they  should  not  be  the  organizers 
as  that  was  part  of  our  work  and  we  should  do  it.  We  then  called  two  meet- 
ings for  the  operators  of  the  Old  South  Building,  but  our  efforts  met  with  very 
little  success.  Chairman  Mansfield  then  called  another  meeting  of  the  tenant 
committee  at  which  a  representative  of  the  Boston  C.  L.  U.  was  in  attendance 
and  we  decided  to  see  the  operators  and  cleaners  individually  and  see  if  it  was 
possible  to  have  them  make  out  an  application.  From  our  last  efforts  made 
vve  are  meeting  with  some  success  and  feel  that  in  a  very  short  time  practically 
all  those  working  in  and  around  the  building  will  be  members  of  both  organi- 
zations. 

The  Lowell  Union  of  Electrical  Workers  complained  that  the  Trade 
School  of  that  city  was  allowing  its  students  to  work  for  the  electrical  con- 
tractors without  compensation.  Suggested  to  union  that  they  protest  to  the 
City  authorities  and  if  unsuccessful  to  notify  Secretary  Joyce.  The  latter  con- 
ferred with  the  Superintendent  of  Schools,  chairman  of  the  School  Committee 
and  members  of  Local  Union  588  of  Lowell,  also  the  State  Board  of  Educa- 
tion. After  three  or  four  conferences  all  sides  agreed  for  the  best  interests 
of  the  men  working"  at  the  trade,  that  the  number  of  students  in  the  school  be 
reduced  to  not  over  15.  Also  arrangements  were  made  with  the  contractors 
of  that  city  that  the  students  be  given  a  day  a  week  in  shops  so  as  to  give 
them  a  practical  knowledge  of  the  installation  of  electrical  work.  We  believe 
that  this  plan  is  meeting  with  success  as  we  have  had  no  further  complaint 
from  the  City  of  Lowell. 

Boston  members  of  Executive  Board  worked  in  conjunction  with  the 
C.  L.  U.  of  Boston  to  urge  Governor  Walsh  to  fill  the  vacancy  existing  on 
the  State  Board  of  Labor  and  Industries  and  asked  that  a  wage  earner  carry- 
ing a  trade  union  card  be  appointed  as  soon  as  possible. 

The  Committe  waited  upon  his  Excellency,  Governor  Walsh,  and  after  a 
short  conference  with  him,  he  stated  he  had  selected  John  F.  Tobin  of  the 
International  Boot  &  Shoe  Workers  Union  and  asked  the  committee  if  it  was 
acceptable  to  the  labor  movement.  The  Committee  informed  His  Excellency 
that  it  met  with  the  approval  of  the  organized  wage  earning  movement  of  this 
State. 

President  Alden  and  Secretary  Joyce  were  instructed  to  see  Mr.  Carroll. 
Chairman  of  the  Industrial  Accident  Board  and  urge  him  to  remain  on  the 
State  Board  instead  of  accepting  the  judgeship  of  Massachusetts  Supreme 
Court,  agreeing  to  do  our  best  in  return  to  increase  the  compensation  on  State 
Board.    Vice  President  Wrenn  also  saw  Mr.  Carroll  at  Springfield. 

President  Alden  and  Secretary  Joyce  appeared  before  Mr.  Carroll  and 
asked  him  to  remain  on  the  industrial  Accident  Board  as  we  felt  he  could  do 
a  great  deal  more  for  the  working  men  and  women  in  his  position  as  chairman 
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of  the  State  Board  than  as  Judge  of  the  Supreme  Court.  They  had  a  very 
lengthy  talk  and  Mr.  Carroll  agreed  to  give  his  decision  the  next  da}',  when 
we  met  again,  and  Mr.  Carroll  then  said  he  appreciated  the  feeling  of  the 
organized  men  and  women,  but  after  due  deliberation  had  concluded  that  he 
could  be  more  valuable  on  the  Supreme  Bench  than  on  the  Industrial  Accident 
Board  and  had  therefore  decided  to  accept  the  Judgeship. 

The  Prsident  and  Secretary  then  waited  upon  Governor  Walsh  and  begged 
him  to  retain  Mr.  Carroll  on  the  industrial  Accident  Board,  rather  than  place 
him  in  the  Supreme  Court.  We  were  received  very  cordial^  and  the  con- 
ference lasted  two  hours  but  it  was  impossible  for  us  to  persuade  the  Governor 
not  to  send  in  Mr.  Carroll's  name  for  the  Supreme  Bench. 

Your  Executive  Council  recommends  to  this  Convention  that  local  unions 
and  central  labor  unions  do  everything  in  their  power  to  prevent  further 
removals  from  the  Industrial  Accident  Board  or  what  is  termed  the  "Wage 
Earners'  Court,"  for  the  present  make-up  of  the  Board  is  composed  of  men 
who  give  the  injured  person  a  fair  deal.  If  many  more  changes  are  made  in  this 
Board  it  is  liable  to  work  against  the  interests  of  the  injured  employees  and 
in  a  very  short  time  might  be  the  cause  of  passing  legislation  defeating  the 
purposes  for  which  the  Act  was.  created. 

The  Electrical  Workers  and  Engineers'  Unions  of  Boston  requested  the 
Executive  Board  to  appear  before  the  Governor  and  request  that  a  practical 
electrical  engineer  holding  a  union  card  be  appointed  to  vacancy  on  the  Gas 
and  Electric  Light  Commission. 

A  committee  appeared  before  the  Governor  as  requested,  but  were  unsuc- 
cessful as  Mr.  Thomas  P.  Riley,  of  Maiden,  had  been  selected. 

The  President  and  Secretary  were  instructed  to  confer  with  Governor 
Walsh  and  ask  that  there  be  no  suspension  of  the  labor  laws  now  on  books 
relative  to  women  and  minors,  and  that  all  laws  now  enacted  scand  as  passed. 

The  officers  appeared  before  the  Governor  and  he  informed  them  that  he 
never  asked  that  such  a  thing  be  done,  but  that  the  suggestion  was  made  to 
him,  and  he  referred  it  to  the  conference  that  was  called;  he  said  he  was  mis- 
quoted in  the  press. 

President  Alden  reported  on  Andrew  P.  Doyle  campaign  at  New  Bed- 
ford, report  in  full  will  undoubtedly  be  made  in  President's  report. 

Upon  motfon,  a  vote  of  commendation  as  given  to  President  Alden,  Bro- 
ther Frank,  Sister  Mulrey  and  Mrs.  White  for  the  effective  work  done  at  New 
Bedford. 

President  Alden  was  authorized  to  represent  this  organization  at  the  edu- 
cational meeting  held  under  the  auspices  of  the  Haverhill  C.  L.  U.  and  at 
which  President  Gompers  spoke. 

The  Secretary  was  instructed  to  answer  summons  to  court  in  the  Horgan 
and  Tinkham  matter  as  name  of  this  organization  had  been  brought  into  the 
case. 

The  president  and  secretary  were  authorized  to  visit  various  localities  in 
the  interest  of  affiliation  and  organization. 

At  the  request  of  Springfield  C.  L.  U.  for  a  representative  during  their 
labor  forward  campaign,  President  Alden  was  instructed  to  give  his  services 
at  any  time  requested. 
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I 'resident  Alden  and  Secretary  Joyce  conferred  with  the  Civil  Service 
Commissioners  relative  to  violations  of  Civil  Service  Law  in  Holyoke,  and 
they  assured  them  that  the  violations  at  that  time  existing  by  persons  hold- 
ing positions  in  Holyoke  would  be  corrected  at  once. 

Executive  Board  instructed  Secretary  to  present  to  the  convention  an 
amendment  to  Article  3,  Section  1,  to  the  effect  that  the  annual  convention 
be  held  the  last  Monday  in  August  instead  of  the  third  Monday  in  September. 

President  Alden  made  lengthy  report  on  his  visit  to  the  convention  of  the 
Maine  Federation  of  Labor  and  was  authorized  to  represent  this  State  Branch 
as  fraternal  delegate  to  the  Connecticut  State  Branch  Convention  to  be  held 
the  week  of  Labor  Day. 

The  Board  instructed  Secretary  to  invite  President  Gompers  of  the  Amer- 
ican Federation  of  Labor  to  attend  the  New  Bedford  Convention. 

A  Committee  from  the  Executive  Council  visited  the  Jordan  Marsh  Com- 
pany acting  upon  authority  from  the  Convention  to  endeavor  to  settle  the 
trouble  existing  there  with  the  Teamsters  Union.  Several  conferences  were 
held  and  while  the  firm  endeavored  to  justify  their  position,  they  failed  to  in  any 
degree  attempt  to  meet  the  conditions  requested  by  the  Teamsters  Union. 
Decisive  action  against  the  firm  was  not  taken,  at  the  request  of  the  Teamsters, 
they  desiring  if  possible,  to  adjust  the  differences  in  a  harmonious  way.  The 
Board  considers  the  matter  still  pending  and  subject  to  a  request  from  the 
Teamsters  Union. 

The  Executive  Council  wishes  to  call  the  attention  of  the  delegates  to  the 
progress  that  has  been  made  with  the  Old  Age  Pension  Bill,  which  is  of  vital 
importance  to  the  working  men  and  women  of  the  Commonwealth.  The  last 
Legislature  authorized  the  Director  of  the  Bureau  of  Statistics  in  connection 
with  the  taking  of  the  census,  to  prepare  a  report  on  the  number  of  aged  and 
dependent  persons  in  the  Commonwealth  who  are  being  supported  in  both 
public  and  private  institutions,  and  from  both  public  and  private  sources,  other 
than  institutions.  This  report  is  to  be  printed  and  transmitted  to  the  General 
Court,  and  will  be  of  extreme  value  to  us  in  our  efforts  to  place  this  worthy 
legislation  on  the  Statute  Books. 

In  submitting  its  report,  the  Executive  Council  feels  that  it  would  be 
derelict  in  its  duty  if  it  failed  to  call  attention  to  the  sterling  work  done  by  one 
of  its  members,  John  J.  Kearney,  a  member  of  the  House  of  Representatives. 
Although  a  first  year  man,  Representative  Kearney  made  his  mark  as  a  legis- 
lator, through  his  untiring  efforts  in  behalf  of  labor  legislation:  his  masterly 
handling  of  labor  bills  and  the  unanswerable  logic  with  which  he  argued  for 
our  measures  meant  much  to  the  success  of  these  bills.  We  cannot  help 
feeling  that  the  election  of  more  men  like  Vice  President  Kearney  would  be  a 
grand  thing,  not  only  for  the  labor  movement  and  the  people  we  represent,  but 
also  for  the  legislature  itself. 

Each  year  the  number  of  men  carrying  trade  union  cards  being  elected 
to  the  legislature  is  increasing,  and  we  trust  that  more  trades  unionists  will 
emulate  Brother  Kearney's  example  and  augment  the  ranks  of  those  loyal  men 
who  are  fighting  humanitarian  battles  in  the  chambers  of  legislation. 

In  a  report  of  this  nature  it  would  be  utterly  futile  to  try  to  give  a  com- 
plete account  of  the  work  done  by  the  Council.     In  the  minutes  of  each  meet- 
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ing  of  the  Council,  which  will  be  submitted  to  the  Committee  on  Executive 
Council's  report,  will  be  found  a  detailed  account  of  our  work  for  the  year. 

To  the  hard  and  conscientious  work  of  Secretary  Joyce  must  be  attributed 
a  great  part  of  our  success.  His  untiring  efforts  have  resulted  in  benefits  to 
the  labor  movement  of  Massachusetts  and  the  Board  feels  that  it  cannot  ade- 
quately express  its  appreciation  of  his  services  to  organized  labor  of  Massa- 
chusetts. 

Each  member  of  the  Executive  Council  wishes  to  express  his  thanks  to 
the  delegates  for  the  honor  conferred  upon  them  by  their  election  and  to 
assure  you  that  we  have  done  our  best  to  serve  you  well.

REPORT  OF   LEGISLATIVE   COMMITTEE. 

To   the    Ottcers   and    Delegates    of   the   Thirtieth   Annual    Convention    of   the 
Massachusetts  State  Branch,  A.  F.  of  L. 

Your  Legislative  Committee  respectfully  submits  the  following  report  of 
its  work  for  the  year  1915: 

The  General  Court  for  this  year  was  less  friendly  toward  labor  measures 
than  the  legislatures  of  some  previous  years  have  been.  Seldom  has  it  been 
so  difficult  to  secure  even  roll  calls  on  bills  proposed  by  the  State  Branch  as  it 
was  during  the  past  session.  There  has  always  been  difficulty  in  procuring 
speakers  and  supporters  within  the  two  houses  for  such  legislation,  but  this 
year  legislators  willing  to  work  and  speak  for  labor  bills,  were  less  numerous 
than  in  some  previous  years.  Members  of  unions  serving  in  the  legislature, 
in  some  instances,  not  only  failed  to  support  labor  bills  but  at  times  actually 
opposed  them.  With  these  obstacles  to  meet  your  Committee  cannot  report 
as  gratifying  results  for  this  year  as  it  has  somtimes  been  able  to  report. 

Of  the  list  of  bills  submitted  to  the  Legislature  by  the  State  Branch  three 
were  passed  upon  favorably:  The  Constitutional  amendment  for  Woman 
Suffrage,  the  Homestead  Constitutional  Amendment,  and  changes  in  the 
Mechanics'  Lien  Law. 

Woman  Suffrage  has  been  indorsed  annually  at  the  State  Branch  Conven- 
tions for  many  years,  sometimes  by  overwhelming  votes.  It  has  been  a  State 
Branch  bill  for  several  years.  Probably  its  passage  at  this  time  would  not 
have  been  possible  but  for  the  labor  support.  Having  now  been  approved  by 
two  successive  Legislatures,  it  will  appear  on  the  state  ballot  this  fall  for 
acceptance  by  the  voters. 
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The  second  constitutional  amendment  to  receive  its  final  approval  by  the 
General  Court  provides  that  the  Legislature  may  authorize  the  Common- 
wealth to  take  land  for  the  purpose  of  relieving  congestion  of  population  and 
providing  homes  for  citizens.  This  proposition  was  endorsed  by  the  State 
Branch  in  1908.  In  1909  a  commission  was  authorized  by  the  Legislatur 
investigate  the  advisability  of  the  State  assisting  laboring  peoph  to  acquire 
homes.  In  1910  the  Commission  by  a  majority  of  four  to  one  reported  against 
it.  The  minority  member,  Freeman  M.  Saltus,  of  Worcester,  reported  strongly 
in  favor  and  submitted  a  bill  in  accordance  with  his  rcommendation.  The  bill 
was  lost  that  year,  but  in  the  following  year  the  Legislature  provided  for  the 
creation  of  a  second  commission  with  instructions  to  submit  a  bill  under  which 
the  State  might  undertake  to  give  assistance  to  persons  ambitious  of  owning 
their  own  homes.  This  second  commission  submitted  such  a  bill  in  1912. 
which  was  declared  by  the  Supreme  Court  to  be  unconstitutional.  The  adverse 
opinion  was  so  sweeping  as  to  make  impossible  any  such  work  by  the  State, 
without  a  constitutional  amendment.  The  Legislature,  however,  continued 
the  Homestead  Commission  from  year  to  year  up  till  the  present  time,  with 
power  only  to  investigate  and  make  reports  and  recommendations.  The  passage 
by  the  Legislature  of  this  Homestead  Constitutional  amendment,  after  its 
approval  by  the  voters  at  the  coming  election,  will  make  it  possible  for  Massa- 
chusetts to  do  what  nearly  all  civilized  countries  are  doing, — lend  its  credit 
and  assistance  to  overcome  the  hardships  under  which  men  with  families  labor 
in  trying  to  house  them  properly. 

A  third  Constitutional  Amendment  authorizing  a  tax  on  incomes  from 
intangible  property,  which  was  supported  by  some  labor  men,  was  also  passed 
to  its  final  stage,  and  goes  to  the  voters  at  the  coming  election. 

A  fourth  Constitutional  Amendment  seeks  to  strike  from  the  Constitution 
the  word  "proportional"  where  it  relates  to  taxation.  For  several  years  the 
State  Branch  introduced  a  bill  providing  for  an  exemption  up  to  $2,000  on 
houses  occupied  by  owners  as  homes.  When  a  working  man  buys  a  home  he 
pays  from  $200  to  $500  down,  leaving  a  balance  due  amounting  to  from  $2,000 
to  $4,000.  On  this  sum,  which  he  owes  upon  his  home,  he  pays  the  highest 
rate  of  taxation  at  the  highest  valuation.  But  the  state  tax  commissioner  is 
reported  to  have  declared  that  apparently  $4,500,000,000  in  stocks  and  bonds, 
the  investments  and  speculations  of  people  more  well-to-do  than  the  laboring- 
man,  escape-s  taxation  entirely.  Besides  this,  nearly  every  sale  of  a  piece  of 
real  estate  valued  at  more  than  $25,000  shows  a  considerable  margin  between 
the  assessors'  valuation  and  the  selling  price,  which  has  not  been  taxed. 
Thus  the  wealthy  escape  taxation  on  much  property  which  they  own,  while 
the  workingman  pays  taxes  not  only  upon  all  that  he  owns,  but  also  upon 
property  that  he  does  not  actually  own,  but  which  he  owes  for.  An  exemption 
of  $2,000  on  the  house  in  which  he  lives  would  go  only  part  way  toward  estab- 
lishing an  equitable  basis  of  taxation  between  the  two  classes.  Moreover, 
such  an  exemption  would  stimulate  the  production  and  sale  of  the  modest 
suburban  one  or  two-family  house  which  provides  the  most  healthful,  happy 
and  beneficial  home  for  working  people.  However,  the  exemption  was  ruled 
out  as  unconstitutional  because  the  courts  declared  that  the  word  "proportional" 
in  this  connection  means  that  everything  in  a  community  shall  be  taxed,  and 
at  the  same  rate.  The  amendment  to  strike  out  the  word  "proportional"  would 
allow  exemptions  to  be  made  on  homes  and  industry.      It  is   necessary   that 
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this  amendment  should  pass  another  year  and  be  approved  by  the  voters  before 
becoming  effective.  This  Committee  believes  that  the  Legislative  Committee 
of  next  year  should  be  instructed  to  support  the  amendment. 

Chapter  75  makes  more  inclusive  the  law  providing  for  the  weekly  payment 
of  wages,  so  as  to  cover  all  who  are  employed  in  the  building  industry.  Some 
judge  had  decided  that  men  making  excavations  for  a  cellar  were  not  entitled 
to  be  classed  as  employed  in  the  building  industry,  and  so  might  not  enjoy 
the  rights  granted  under  the  law.  The  Legislature  cured  this  by  changing  the 
wording  of  the  law. 

Chapter  214  of  the  General  Acts  provides  that  a  Justice  or  Clerk  of  a 
police,  municipal  or  district  court  or  a  trial  justice  may  upon  the  application 
of  any  employee,  issue  a  summons  to  an  employer  to  appear  and  show  cause 
why  a  warrant  should  not  issue  against  him  when  the  Weekly  Payment  Law 
is  violated,  thus  making  a  prompt  appeal  to  the  Courts  possible  when  wages 
are  not  paid  at  the  time  they  are  due. 

Chapter  292  is  a  general  revision  of  the  Lien  Law,  one  of  the  provisions- 
of  which  embodies  in  permissive  form  the  bond  proposition  urged  by  the  State 
Eranch  at  its  last  convention.  This  was  the  third  measure  introduced  by  the 
State  Branch  which  received  the  approval  of  the  Legislature.  It  was  in  aid 
of  the  collection  of  wages  by  men  engaged  in  the  building  industry. 

A  number  of  bills  with  merit  brought  in  by  others  received  the  sup- 
pert  of  your  Committee,  and  were  enacted  into  law.  For  the  unemployed, 
four  bills  making  appropriations  amounting  to  over  $100,000  to  provide  forestry 
work,  and  two  bills,  each  carrying  $50,000  to  the  Metropolitan  Park  Commis- 
sion, were  passed.  On  account  of  acute  conditions  of  unemployment  organ- 
ized labor  also  supported  an  act  to  complete  the  west  wing  of  the  State  House,, 
involving  an  expenditure  of  $600,000,  which  was  passed. 

The  specific  Amendments  offered  by  the  State  Branch  to  the  Workmen's- 
Compensation  Act, — to  reduce  the  waiting  period  in  cases  of  accidents  in  in- 
dustry; compensation  for  full  time  of  incapacity  if  disability  continues  28  days; 
to  increase  the  maximum  compensation  to  $14.00  per  week,  were  lost.  Nine  " 
amendments,  some  of  them  of  considerable  benefit,  were  passed,  the  most 
important  of  which  were: 

Providing  that  in  case  of  an  injury  to  a  minor,  future 
increases  in  his  wages  may  be  taken  into  consideration  in  deter- 
mining the  amount- of  his  weekly  compensation.  (Chap.  236,  Gen. 
Laws.) 

Allowing  suit  to  be  brought  at  common  law  when  death 
results  from  the  negligence  of  the  employer  and  is  preceded  by 
conscious  suffering.     (Chap.  179.  Gen.  Laws.) 

Providing  for  payments  to  the  injured  workmen  while  an 
appeal  to  the  Courts  is  pending.     (Chap.  132,  Gen.  Laws.) 

Obliging  each  city  and  town  to  appoint  an  official  to  be 
responsible  for  the  payments  under  the  Workmen's  Compensation 
Act.     (Chap.  244,  Gen.  Laws.) 

Six  acts  were  passed  relating  to  the  labor  of  women  and 
children,  as  follows: 

Chapter  27,  of  the  General  Acts  relative  to  the  moving  by 
women  of  boxes  in  mills  and  workshops. 
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Chapter  57,  forbidding  overtime  work  because  of  stoppage 

for  the   celebration   of  a  holiday. 

Chapter   70,   providing    a    penalty    for   altering   employm 
certificates. 

Chapter  81,  making  compulsory  school  age  begin  at  seven 
years  instead  of  five. 

Chapter  216,  requiring  manufacturing  establishments  em- 
ploying one  hundred  or  more  persons,  to  provide  suitable  accom- 
modations for  the  treatment  of  persons  injured  or  taken  ill  upon 
the  premises. 

Chapter  266,  providing  for  the  establishment  of  day  and 
evening  classes  in  practical  arts  for  women. 

Chapter  69  provides  punishment  for  violating  the  provisions  of  laws  rela- 
tive to  sanitary  and  protective  devices  in  manufacturing  establishments. 

Chapter  117,  General  Acts,  obliges  all  industrial  establishments  to  provide 
fresh  and  pure  drinking  water  for  employees  during  working  hours. 

Chapter  65  compels  employers  to  post  in  conspicuous  positions  such  notices 
as  the  Board  of  Labor  and  Industries  may  require,  for  the  information  of 
employees. 

A  bill  for  the  registration  and  licensing  of  electrical  workers  and  con- 
tractors, introduced  with  the  support  of  the  State  Branch,  was  passed  as  Chap. 
296,  Gen.  Acts. 

Chapter  258  provides  that  when  other  than  the  usual  substances  are  used 
in  the  manufacture  of  bread,  the  loaves  shall  carry  a  label  upon  which  the 
name  of  the  adulterant  shall  be  printed.    (Plaster  of  Paris  Bread  Bill.) 

Chapter  108  provides  for  investigation  by  the  State  Board  of  Conciliation 
and  Arbitration  in  case  of  alleged  illegal  employment  of  strike  breakers.  This 
bill  was  introduced  on  petition  of  Albert  C.  Ashton,  of  Somerville.  and  has 
confused  and  hindered  the  enforcement  of  the  law. 

Six  of  the  eleven  members  of  the  Committee  on  Constitutional  Amend- 
ments were  opposed  to  the  Initiative  and  Referendum  and  the  bill  went  into 
the  Senate  with  an  adverse  report;  by  unanimous  action  the  Senate  substi- 
tuted the  bill  for  the  adverse  report  of  the  Committee  and  then  on  its  second 
reading  killed  the  measure  and  refused  a  roll  call.  There  were  sixteen  members 
of  the  Senate,  of  whom  four  were  members  of  organized  labor,  who  by  their 
previous  records  would  seem  to  be  in  favor  of  the  bill,  but  not  enough 
Senators  would  rise  to  force  a  roll  call.  This  procedure  prevented  the  bill 
reaching  the  House,  and  so  no  roll  call  could  be  had  there. 

Chapter  267  of  the  General  Laws  provides  for  a  much  larger  measure  of 
home  rule  for  cities  and  towns  than  they  have  heretofore  enjoyed,  and  the 
Legislature  seemed  to  feel  that  that  was  far  enough  to  go  for  this  year,  and 
refused  to  approve  the  State  Branch  Bill  for  Home  Rule. 

The  textile  workers  strongly  opposed  any  further  reduction  of  hours  of 
labor  for  young  children.  Many  members  of  the  Legislature  generally  friendly 
with  us  opposed  the  bill  to  submit  to  the  voters  the  question  of  public  owner- 
ship and  operation  of  street  railways.  An  eight  hour  day  for  women  in  manu- 
facturing and  mercantile  establishments,  and  a  six  day  week  for  workers  in 
hotels,  restaurants,  etc.,  failed  to  command  much  support.  A  measure  to 
remove  from  the  poor  authorities  the  administration  of  the  law  providing  aid 
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for  mothers  with  dependent  children  was  reported  adversely  by  the  Committee 
on  Social  Welfare,  and  lost;  the  License  Law  for  Barbers,  Pensions  for  Boston 
Drawtenders,  and  the  extension  of  the  voting  time  at  state  elections  to  eight 
in  the  evening  failed  to  receive  the  favor  of  the  various  Committees.  It  was 
impossible  to  secure  roll  call  on  any  of  these  measures.  An  8-hour  day  for  tour 
workers  in  paper  mills,  the  placing  of  all  employment  agencies  under  the 
supervision  of  the  Department  of  Labor,  and  the  Bill  to  reorganize  the  Prison 
Commission,  were  urgently  fought  for,  but  were  lost. 

The  State  Branch  Convention  of  1913  resolved  in  favor  of  a  Free  State 
University  and  instructed  its  legislative  committee  to  support  a  bill  to  provide 
one.  No  bill  was  forthcoming  and  the  Committee  of  that  year  did  not  deem 
it  advisable  to  attempt  to  draw  such  a  measure.  A  bill  was  therefore  introduced 
requiring  the  State  Board  of  Education  to  report  to  the  Legislature  of  1915, 
a  bill  under  which  the  Commonwealth  might  establish  a  Free  State  University. 
The  Board  of  Education  brought  in  last  winter  what  appeared  to  be  a  well- 
drawn  bill  for  the  purpose,  but  advised  against  its  passage.  Prolonged  hear- 
ings were  held  and  there  was  hope  that  a  small  appropriation  could  be  secured 
to  take  the  first  steps  toward  the  establishment  of  a  university.  While  the 
measure  was  pending  the  Governor  sent  into  the  Legislature  a  special  message 
proposing  an  appropriation  to  establish  a  department  of  university  extension 
and  correspondence  courses  of  education,  similar  to  that  given  by  many  cor- 
rspcmdence  schools.  Prolonged  hearings  were  also  held  on  this  proposition 
and  it  was  finally  enacted  into  law  as  Chapter  284  of  the  General  Laws. 

Three  bills  (H.  115,  H.  984,  H.  985)  to  amend  the  citizens'  preference  act 
and  secure  prevailing  rates  of  wages  for  teamsters  and  laborers  were  lost. 
The  labor  committee  reported  in  favor  of  the  prevailing  wages  bill,  but  the 
House  Ways  and  Means  Committee  reported  against  it.  The  adverse  report 
of  this  committee  was  defeated  on  roll  call,  and  the  bill  carried  to  the  Senate, 
where  it  was  lost,  without  a  roll  call,  the  Senate  Ways  and  Means  Committee, 
composed  of  Senators  Bazeley,  Gordon,  Gifford,  Bean  and  Sheehan,  reporting 
against  it  unanimously. 

So  far  as  your  committee  can  judge,  all  possible  methods  of  misuse  of  the 
Union  Label  are  already  covered  by  the  law.  House  977  was  on  the  lines  of 
Resolution  21  of  last  year's  convention,  but  seemed  to  be  fully  provided  for 
in  the  present  law. 

Resolution  No.  66  of  last  j^ear  asked  for  a  physical  valuation  of  all  public 
utilities  and  a  fair  method  whereby  the  public  may  acquire  and  operate  gas 
and  electric  light  plants,  but  was  not  accompanied  by  a  bill. 

The  joint  board  of  the  Board  of  Labor  and  Industries,  and  the  Industrial 
Accident  Board  made  rules  having  the  force  of  law  governing  the  use  of  ropes 
and  ladders  used  in  the  construction,  repair  and  painting  of  buildings,  which 
made  any  legislative  action  under  Resolution  70  of  last  year  unnecessary. 

The  Homestead  Commission  submitted  a  bill  to  teach  agriculture  to 
families.  In  cities  about  ten  per  cent  of  the  population  live  in  overcrowded, 
unwholesome  tenements.  Also  from  five  to  fifteen  per  cent  of  the  population 
are  out  of  work.  By  investigation  in  1913,  the  State  Board  of  Education  found 
that  apparently  30  per  cent  or  more  of  the  population  in  tenements  would  be 
glad  to  live  in  the  suburban  or  rural  districts.  Two  obstacles  prevent  their 
doing  so, — lack  of  capital,  and  lack  of  knowledge  of  how  to  make  a  living  when 
there.     The  bill  proposed  by  the   Homestead  Commission  would  allow  cities 
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and  towns  to  give  families  or  individuals  comprehensive  instruction  as  to 
methods  of  making  a  living  from  the  soil.  It  is  believed  that  if  this  could  be 
done,  considerable  numbers  of  those  now  living  in  unsanitary  tenements  and 
of  those  out  of  work  would  find  opportunity  of  employment  and  a  better 
method  of  life,  in  the  country.  The  bill  was  lost,  but  we  believe  that  if  it 
should  be  supported  by  organized  labor  and  passed,  it  would  prove  of  great 
benefit  to  all  workers. 

The  growth  of  sentiment  in  this  Commonwealth  for  non-contributory 
pensions  to  the  aged  is  reflected  in  the  fact  that  the  House  of  1915,  on  roll  call, 
showed  97  in  favor  with  120  in  opposition.  The  need  for  such  pensions  to 
the  workers  who  have  given  their  strength  and  energy  in  upbuilding  the  mate- 
rial welfare  of  the  state  is  almost  a  universally  acknowledged  fact.  Difficulties 
confronting  such  legislation  should  simply  serve  as  a  spur  to  action.  The 
State  Branch  at  this  convention  in  our  judgment  might  well  take  notice  of  this 
growing  movement  and  lend  its  influence  by  direct  initiative  to  the  establish- 
ment of  legislation  in  this  respect. 

The  fundamental  character  of  some  of  the  measures  passed  is  worthy  of 
note,  and  it  is  also  worth  while  to  consider  the  amount  of  labor  legislation  that 
has  been  secured  during  the  past  few  years.  It  is  believed  that  at  no  place  in 
a  similar  length  of  time  has  so  great  and  important  a  volume  of  labor  legisla- 
tion been  enacted. 

The  committee  recommends  that  the  following  shall  be  the  State  Branch 
bills  for  the  coming  year,  with  such  others  as  the  Convention  may  vote  to 
add: 

1.  The  Initiative  and  Referendum. 

2.  Citizens'  preference  and  prevailing  rate  of  wages. 

3.  The  reduction  of  the  waiting  period  to  ten  days  in  cases  of  accident  in 
industry;  compensation  for  full  time  of  incapacity  if  it  continues  twenty-eight 
days;  increase  in  the  maximum  compensation  to  fourteen  dollars. 

4.  Place  all  employment  agencies  under  the  supervision  of  the  State  Board 
of  Labor  and  Industries. 

5.  Non-contributory  old  age  pensions. 

6.  Reduction  of  hours  of  labor  of  children  to  five  and  of  women  to  eight 
per  day. 

7.  Eight  hour  day  for  tour  workers  in  paper  mills. 

8.  Referendum  on  public  ownership  of  street  railways. 

9.  License  law  for  barbers.

Roll  call  of  delegates  and  distribution  of  badges  and  tickets  for  clam  bake 
by  the  Local  Convention  Committee. 

President  Alden  declared  the  convention  adjourned  until  9  A.  M.  Tuesday. 

Convention  adjourned  at  12.45. 
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SECOND  DAY— SEPTEMBER  21,  1915. 

MORNING  SESSION. 

Convention  called  to  order  at  9.15  A.  M.     President  Alden  in  the  chair. 

Reading  of  minutes  of  Monday  morning  session  by  Secretary  Joyce 
approved  as  read. 

President  Alden  introduced  Mr.  C.  H.  Kothe,  representing  the  New  Eng- 
land Tool  Co.,  who  spoke  and  demonstrated  to  the  delegates  the  Mephisto 
Auger  Bit,  which  is  the '  only  union  made  bit  on  the  market.  Mr.  Kothe 
requested  the  delegates  to  insist  on  the  Mephisto  bit  when  purchasing  such 
an  article. 

Nomination  for  delegates  to  the  Finance  Committee  being  in  order,  the 
following  were  nominated: 

Delegate  Annie  L.  Moran,  Telephone  Operators  1  A,  Boston;  Frank  J. 
Long,  Carmen's  Union,  589,  of  Boston;  William  McCarthy,  Cigarmakers,  49, 
of  Springfield.  On  motion  nominations  were  closed,  and  the  Secretary  was 
instructed  to  cast  one  ballot  for  the  election  of  the  three  nominees  for  the 
Finance  Committee.  Secretary  Joyce  cast  one  ballot  for  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee and  they  were  duly  elected. 

Delegate  Brown,  for  the  Committee  on  Executive  Council's  report,  sub- 
mitted the  following: 

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  THE  REPORT  OF  THE 
EXECUTIVE  COUNCIL. 

The  report  of  the  committee  on  the  report  of  the  Executive  Council  have 
attended  to  their  duty  and  submit  the  following  report: 

The  first  matter  that  your  committee  took  under  consideration  was  the 
paragraph  relating  to  the  Riker  Jaynes  Drug  stores. 

We  recommend  that  when  an  application  is  made  by  an  individual  organiza- 
tion that  a  concern  should  be  placed  on  the  "We  don't  patronize"  list  that 
the  matter  should  be  referred  to  the  Central  Labor  Unions  and  that  it  be 
requested  to  act  on  the  grievance  thus  presented  the  same  as  provided  in  the 
constitution  of  the  A.  F.  of  L.  as  local  conditions  may  demand. 

We  recommend  that  the  convention  again  go  on  record  as  in  former  years 
as  against  compulsory  arbitration  and  biennial  election  and  that  the  incoming 
board  continue  the  work  of  the  present  board  against  these  measures. 

We  recommend  that  the  convention  endorse  the  action  of  the  council  in 
refusing  to  make  any  bill  introduced  into  the  legislature  a  state  branch  bill 
unless  the  convention  has  so  ordered. 

On  the  matter  of  the  age  limit  of  the  industrial  inspectors,  we  recommend 
that  the  convention  go  on  record  as  emphatically  against  any  age  limit  for  any 
employees  and  that  it  maintain  that  the  only  test  for  appointment  should  be 
the  ability  or  inability  of  the  applicant  to  perform  the  duties  required. 

We  recommend  that  the  convention  endorse  the  action  of  the  executive 
council  relative  to  trade  school  competition  and  that  the  council  take  like 
action  whenever  any  further  complaint  is  made  of  similar  conditions. 

Inasmuch  as  the  State  Branch  in  the  last  convention  has  gone  on  record 
as  in  favor  of  the  abolition  of  the  State  Board  of  Labor  and  Industries  and 
the  election  of  a  state  labor  commissioner  by  the  people.     We  are  at  a  loss 
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to  understand  how  the  executive  council  could  consistently  with  such  action 
of  the  State  Branch  recommend  any  appointment  to  the  Board  of  Labor  and 
Industries.  The  labor  member  of  that  Board  last  year  had  told  the  convention 
that  he  had  offered  his  resignation  because  an  affront  had  been  offered  the 
workers  of  the  Commonwealth.  The  work  of  the  Board  of  Labor  and  Indus- 
tries has  been  diverted  from  the  intent  of  organized  labor  which  framed  the  bill. 
We  are  on  record  for  the  abolition  of  the  Board.  This  convention  should  take 
action.  We  recommend  that  the  convention  again  instruct  the  legislative 
committee  to  introduce  into  the  legislature  a  bill  providing  for  the  abolition 
of  the  board  or  for  such  amendment  to  the  present  bill  as  will  provide  that 
three  members  of  the  board  shall  be  labor  members,  to  the  end  that  the  Board 
may  perform  the  work  originally  intended  by  the  State  Branch. 

We  find  in  the  report  numerous  reference  to  the  attempt  of  tha  council 
to  secure  certain  appointments  in  recognition  of  organized  labor.  We  recom- 
mend in  the  future  that  all  applicants  for  official  appointment  shall  receive 
the  endorsement  of  the  executive  council,  if  the  applicant  is  in  good  standing 
and  that  there  be  no  invidious  distinction. 

We  believe  that  the  executive  council  should  give  to  this  convention  the 
reasons  why  they  make  the  recommendation  that  Central  Labor  Unions  act 
on  proposed  changes  in  the  industrial  accident  board  and  the  circumstances 
attendant  upon  a  change  that  was  made  and  then  that  this  convention  can  if 
so  disposed  take  such  emphatic  action  as  will  compel  attention  from  those 
who  now  have,  or  may  in  future  have,  the  power  to  make  appointments  on  said 
Board. 

On  the  matter  of  the  recommendation  of  the  council  for  the  time  of  the 
holding  of  annual  convention  be  changed,  we  recommend  that  the  time  be  fixed 
for  the  second  Monday  in  September. 

Your  committee  feels  that  the  Executive  Council,  during  the  past  year, 
has  always  had  the  welfare  of  the  organization  and  the  workers  in  view,  and 
to  them  we  extend  our  commendations  for  their  faithful  and  well  directed  ser- 
vices. Another  honest  and  able  council  has  gone  into  history,  and  to  them  we 
extend  the  hearty  and  sincere  thanks  of  this  convention  for  duty  well  done.

week,  and  that  seven-day  employment  tends  to  undermine  the  health,  dwarf 
the  minds,  and  debase  morals  of  those  engaged  in  it  by  depriving  them  of  the 
opportunity  for  reasonable  rest,  relaxation  and  enjoyment  with  family  and 
friends,  which  is  craved  by  every  normal  person,  and 

WHEREAS:  Through  the  effort  for  the  abolition  of  the  seven-day  work- 
week, and  the  inauguration  of  the  six-day,  society  generally  has  been  educated 
to  the  injustice  and  evils  resulting  from  the  iniquitous  seven-day  work-week, 
therefore  be  it 
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RESOLVED:  That  the  Massachusetts  Federation  of  Labor  favors  and 
pledges  itself  to  support  legislation  that  will  serve  to  protect  those  in  the 
catering  industry  employed  in  hotels,  restaurants,  and  lunch  rooms  from  being 
required  or  permitted  to  work  regularly  seven  days  in  one  week,  and,  be  it 
further 

RESOLVED:  That  the  Legislative  Committee  of  the  Massachusetts 
Federation  of  Labor  be  and  is  hereby  instructed,  to  draft  an  amendment,  to 
Chapter  619,  Acts  of  1913,  which  will  include  all  Culinary  Workers,  and  entitle 
them  by  law  to  one  day's  rest  in  seven.

Labor  Unions  and  Associations  who  procure  employment 
for  their  members  only  without  compensation  are  exempt  from  Chapter  102 
of  the  Revised  Laws  and  all  amendments  thereto. 

Section  2.     This  Act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage.

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  5,  of  Chapter  619  of  the  Acts  of  1913  is  hereby  amended  by  strik- 
ing out  the  words  Hotels  and  Restaurants  in  the  7th  line  so  as  to  read: 

Section  5:  In  this  act  manufacturing  establishments  and  mercantile 
establishments  shall  have  the  meaning  defined  in  Section  17  of  Chapter  514 
of  the  Acts  of  the  year  1909,  except  that  neither  of  said  terms  shall  be  held 
to  include  establishments  used  for  the  manufacture  or  distribution  of  gas, 
electricity,   milk   or  water,    drug  stores,   livery    stables   or    garages.

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VICE-PRESIDENT  WRENN:  I  want  to  introduce  a  man  who  is  an  old 
timer  among  us,  past  official  of  the  Branch,  an  old  Trade  Unionist,  I  take  great 
pleasure  in  introducing  Deputy  Commissioner  Cornelius  Carmody  of  the  State 
Board  of  Labor  and  Industries. 

MR.  CARMODY:  Mr.  Chairman,  Delegates  to  the  State  Branch  Con- 
vention, Eadies  and  Gentlemen:  I  today  probably  occupy  a  peculiar  position. 
As  I  sat  in  the  body  of  the  hall  this  morning,  listening  to  some  of  the  dele- 
gates talking  about  the  work  of  the  Board  I  have  been  working  under.  I 
thought  to  myself  that  some  of  the  delegates  did  not  realize  exactly  the  work 
of  the  Board. 

I  do  feel  that  the  men  and  women  of  Massachusetts  are  peculiarly  in- 
terested in  the  work  of  our  Board  because  I  believe  that  no  one  is  more 
interested  in  the  welfare  of  the  toilers  of  Massachusetts  than  the  State  Board 
of  Labor  and  Industries.  Our  Board  is  trying  to  do  the  work  that  the  Work- 
men's Compensation  Act  was  passed  for,  to  remove  the  cause  of  accidents, 
which  make  it  necessary  for  you  men  and  women  to  lose  time  because  of 
accidents.  I  say  that  the  Board  of  Labor  and  Industries  is  doing  all  it  is 
possible  for  men  to  do  to  enforce  these  laws. 

You  cannot  abolish  the  Board  of  Labor  and  Industries,  the  Legislature 
won't  do  it  for  you. 

I  say  now  that  the  labor  laws  of  Massachusetts  with  the  force  we  have. 
19  men  and  one  woman,  are  being  enforced.  What  we  need  is  more  inspectors 
and  if  the  State  Branch  of  the  A.  F.  of  L.  would  co-operate  in  getting  more 
men  and  women  of  the  right  kind  to  inspect  and  enforce  the  laws  of  Massa- 
chusetts by  the  conditions  in  Massachusetts  are  going  to  be  a  great  deal 
better  than  they  are  at  the  present  time.  I  want  you  men  and  women  to 
realize  this,  that  the  manufacturers  of  Massachusetts  are  not  altogether  satis- 
fied with  the  laws  at  the  present  time  and  they  would  like  to  have  them 
changed,  but  in  a  great  majority  of  instances  they  realize  that  the  laws  are 
there  to  stay  and  they  realize  that  they  must  live  up  to  them  and  they  are 
doing  so  in  a  great  majority  of  cases. 

What  the  State  Board  of  Labor  and  Industries  is  doing  is  to  enforce  the 
laws  reasonably  and  justly  so  that  the  wage  earners  are  getting  everything 
they  are  entitled  to  and  the  conditions  made  better  in  Massachusetts  than 
ever  before  as  far  as  lies  in  their  power,  and  they  need  the  co-operation 
and  assistance  of  the  people  who  are  under  employment. 

If  the  people  working  in  these  stores  and  factories  will  aid  our  Board 
in  seeing  complaints  are  made  by  letting  the  State  Board  know  what  the 
conditions  are  and  I  know  that  I  can  speak  for  the  men  over  me,  that  we  will 
enforce  them.     I  thank  you.

WHEREAS:  William  H.  Hunter,  attorney  for  the  Independent  Retail 
Tobaccoist  Association,  Inc.,  has  entered  a  protest  against  the  proposed 
merger  of  the  United  Cigar  Stores,  Riker  Hegerman  &  Company,  better  known 
in  Boston  as  Riker  Jaynes,  The  United  Chemist  Company,  The  Merchants 
Reality    Company,   The    United    Window    Display    Company    and    the    United 
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Profit  Sharing  Company.  No  firm  can  get  profit  Bharing  coupons  who  sell 
cigars  unless  they  purchase  their  cigars  from  the  tobacco  trust.  In  1890,  Mr 
Duke  formed  the  Tobacco  Trust  with  a  view  of  monopolizing  the  cigar,  to- 
bacco, snuff  and  cigarette  industry  of  the  United  States.  After  '.pining  a 
number  of  factories  they  formed  a  new  company  known  as  the  United  Cigar 
Stores  Company  for  the  distribution  of  their  product,  giving  coupons  with 
every  sale. 

They  now  desire  to  monopolize  the  cigar  trade  of  the  druggists,  so  they 
formed  a  third  company  known  as  the  National  Cigar  Stand  Company,  who 
supply  druggists  with  cigars  made  by  the  Trust. 

They  now  formed  another  company  known  as  the  United  Chemist  Com- 
pany for  the  manufacture  of  drugs  and  still  another  the  Reality  Company  to 
purchase  and  lease  real  estate  and  yet  one  more.  The  Window  Display  Com- 
pany. Desiring  to  get  the  women  interested  they  devised  a  new  plan  and  cer- 
tain of  the  stockholders  names  were  used  to  form  the  United  Profit  Sharing 
Companies,  who  were  to  issue  coupons  to  butchers,  bakers,  grocers,  etc..  and  to 
have  in  each  city  a  department  store  who  should  redeem  the  coupons,  also  the 
coupons  from  the  United  Cigar  Stores.  Coupons  would  be  accepted  by  this 
department  store  for  commodities,  the  scheme  being  to  have  the  women  ask 
their  brothers,  their  husbands  or  fathers  get  and  give  them  United  Cigar  Store 
Coupons,  thus  increasing  the  sales  of  the  Tobacco  Trust.  In  Boston,  Houghton 
&  Dutton  is  the  central  depot,  therefore  be  it 

RESOLVED:  By  organized  labor  that  we  condemn  the  methods  of  the 
above  trust  and  the  Profit  Sharing  Coupons  and  request  all  trade  unionists 
and  their  friends  to   refuse  to  patronize  their  redemption   stations.

OPEN  AIR  MEETINGS. 

"I  believe  it  would  be  a  good  thing  for  the  labor  movement  of  New  Bed- 
ford if  this  convention  would  provide  for  open  air  meetings  each  night  on  the 
various  street  corners  and  other  public  places.  I  am  sure  after  my  experience 
of  last  fall  that  a  strong  list  of  speakers  from  among  the  delegates  to  this 
convention  could  be  made  up  and  that  they  would  not  be  able  to  speak  any  too 
strongly  and  emphatically  of  the  principles  of  organized  labor.  If  we  are 
to  make  this  convention  worth  while  to  New  Bedford,  we  must  inaugurate 
a  campaign  that  will  stir  them  up  and  let  them  know  what  unionism  means 
and  what  their  duty  is  to  the  State  Branch." 

We  further  wish  to  report  progress. 

Report  of  Committee   adopted  unanimously. 

Mrs.  Teresa  Crowley,  representing  the  Massachusetts  Woman  Suffrage 
Association,  spoke  in  behalf  of  equal  suffrage. 

Delegate  Griffin,  for  the  Committee  on  Legislative  Committee's  report, 
submitted  the  following: 

That  the  Legislative  Committee's  report  wherein  it  says  that  Woman 
Suffrage  has  been  a  State  Branch  Bill  for  several  years,  should   read  that  in 
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1912,  at  the  Convention  at  Fitchburg,  it  failed  to  carry  the  necessary  three- 
fourths  vote  of  the  Convention  and  therefore  was  not  designated  as  a  State 
Branch  Bill,  as  it  only  received  a  majority  vote  of  three  in  its  favor. 

Was  recommended  that  the  above  be  embodied  in  their  report: 

In  their  report  wherein  it  says,  "that  members  of  union  serving  in  the 
Legislature  in  some  instances  not  only  failed  to  support  labor  bills  but  at 
times  actually  opposed  them,"  we  recommend  that  members  guilty  of  such 
trade  union  ethics  and  principles,  their  names  and  the  crafts  they  represent 
be  submitted  to  the  Convention  of  the  State  Branch,  A.  F.  of  L.,  and  be 
publicly  announced  in  session  if  the  situation  warrants  same. 

That  we  recommend  that  the  Convention  demand  that  all  bills  submitted 
by  the  Legislative  Committee  as  State  Branch  Bills  be  voted  on  separately 
as  per  Section  14,  Article  5. 

We  also  recommend  that  one  day  off  in  seven  be  added  to  the  list.  Also 
Home  Rule  for  Cities  and  Towns. 

That  we  commend  the  Legislative  Committee  for  their  efforts  against 
great  odds  to  carry  out  the  instructions  of  the  trade  union  movement  of  Massa- 
chusetts.

RESOLVED:  That  we  as  delegates  to  this  convention  adopt  the  follow- 
ing declaration  of  principles,  we  believe  electric  producing  machinery  has 
reached  that  state  of  development  where  elctricity  can  and  should  be  the 
cheapest  as  well  as  the  safest  means  of  illumination. 
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We  maintain  under  the  present  system  of  unjust  discrimination  between 
large  and  small  consumers  that  the  latter  pay  the  bills  for  the  former  and 
bear  a  grossly  unproportionate  share  of  the  burden  of  illumination,  which 
tends  to  retard  progress  in  the  reforms  which  we  are  pledged  to  a<; 

We  declare  that  the  use  of  any  open  flame  means  of  illumination  is 
mjurious  to  the  health  and  safety  of  everyone.  We  take  it  to  be  a  part  of 
our  duty  to  promote  all  lesgislation  that  will  tend  to  reduce  the  price  of 
electricity  so  that  it  may  be  placed  within  the  means  of  all  people  and  our 
legislative  committee  is  hereby  instructed  to  support  any  bill  which  is  in- 
troduced into  the  coming  legislature  tending  to  reduce  the  cost  of  electricity.

Section  1.  No  employer  shall  deduct  from  an  employee's  pay  more 
than  the  actual  time  lost  on  account  of  the  employee  being  late  to  work. 

Section  2.  Xo  employer  shall  impose  a  fine  upon  an  employe  for  poor 
or  damaged  work  and  shall  not  charge  the  employee  more  than  the  actual 
value  for  work  spoiled  or  injured  due  to  the  wilfullness.  incapacity  or 
negligence  of  the  employee. 

Section  3.  Any  employer  who  violates  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be 
punished  by  a  fine  of  $50  for  the  first  offence  and  not  more  than  $300  nor  less 
than  $75  for  any  subsequent  offence. 

Section  4.     This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage.

We  know 
that  devices  have  been  designed  to  deflect  the  glaring  glaze  of  the  headlights 
on  the  road  only  thereby  avoiding  the  blinding  glare  of  approaching  vehicles 
and  pedestrians.  This  device  not  only  avoids  a  great  many  accidents  but 
also  includes  the  efficiency  of  the  lamps  as  the  beams  of  light  do  not  exceed 
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the  height  of  the  lamp  yet  strikes  the  road  hundreds  of  feet  from  the  car,  and 
this  device  is  easily  attached  to  the  glass  and  the  lamp.  They  are  not  very 
expensive,  costing  only  about  $4.00  to  install,  when  compared  to  the  safety 
of  the  public.  By  taking  steps  at  this  time  this  device  may  be  easily  installed 
on  all  1916  model  cars,  which  are  not  yet  on  the  market. 

RESOLVED:  That  our  legislative  committee  be  instructed  to  present 
a  bill  to  be  brought  before  the  next  session  of  the  legislature,  which  would 
provide  for  the  installing  of  non-blinding  devices  on  all  headlights,  on  and 
after  January  1st,  1916,  on  all  motor  vehicles  operating  in  this  State,  and 
that  a  penalty  be  imposed  for  neglect  thereof,  and  further  that  the  different 
locals  be  instructed  to  lay  the  merits  of  the  bill  before  their  local  representa- 
tives in  the  Senate  and  the  House.

An  Act  Amending  Chapter  714,  Acts  1913,  regulating  the  operation  of 
passenger  elevators  in  the  city  of  Boston. 

Be  it  enacted  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Section  2  of  Chapter  714,  of  the  Acts  of  1913,  is  hereby 
amended  by  striking  out  the  word  "eighteen"  in  the  last  line  of  said  section 
and  substituting  therefore  the  word  "twenty-one,"  so  that  said  section  shall 
read  as  follows:  Section  2.  Any  persons  desiring  to  operate  an  elevator  in  the 
city  of  Boston  for  the  transportation  of  passengers,  and  any  person  now  so 
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employed    and    desiring    to    continue    such    employment    slia.ll    make    written 
application  to  the   Building  Commissioner  of  said  city.     The  applicant   shall 

slate  in  his  application  his  name,  age  and  residence,  and  th<-  application  shall 
be  accompanied  by  the  written  recommendation  of  a  citizen  of  the  Common- 
wealth, stating  that  he  has  known  the  applicant  is  a  person  of  good,  moral 
character.  The  said  Building  Commissioner  shall  make  such  examination 
of  the  applicant  as  he  deems  necessary  and  if  the  applicant  is  found 
of  good  moral  character  and  competent  to  operate  an  elevator  he  shall  receive 
a  license  without  payment  of  a  lit  en  e  fee.  3]  all  expire  on  th< 

day  of  the  year  in  which  they  are   granted.     No   license   shall   be   granted   to 
a  person  under  21  years  of  age. 

Section  2.     This  act  shall  take  effect  30  days  after  its  pas- 

An  Act  regulating  the  Operation  of  Elevators. 

Section   1.     No  person   shall   be   granted  a  licens  -rate  an   elevator 

as  provided  by  the  regulations  of  the   Board  of  Elevator   Regulations   unless 
he  is  21  years  of  age. 

Section  2.  The  time  during  which  an  elevator  may  be  operated  in  cases 
of  emergency  by  a  person  without  a  license  shall  not  exceed  24  regular  work- 
ing hours. 

Section  3.  No  individual  board  department  or  official  shall  issue  a  license 
to  an  elevator  operator  as  provided  by  the  regulations  of  the  Board  of 
Elevator  Regulations  unless  said  person,  board,  department  or  official  is 
satisfied  by  personal  observation  of  the  applicant  for  said  license  in  actually 
operating  an  elevator  that  said  applicant  is  a  competent  and  proper  person 
to  whom  to  issue  a  license. 

Section  4.  The  operators  of  all  freight  elevators  carrying  one  or  more 
passengers  in  addition  to  the  operators  shall  be  licensed  according  to  law 
and  the  regulations  of  the  Board  of  Elevator  Regulations. 

■  Section  5.  All  Acts  and  parts  of  Acts  and  all  rules  and  regulations 
of  the  Board  of  Elevator  Regulations  inconsistent  herewith  are  hereby 
repealed. 

Section  6.  Any  violation  of  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be 
punished  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  $50  for  each  violation. 

Section  7.     This  Act  shall  take  effect  30  days  after  its  passage.

RESOLVED  AND  DECLARED:  That  as  Union  Labelled  tobaccos, 
snuff  and  cigarettes  of  all  classes  and  character  suitable  to  the  taste  of  man- 
kind can  now  be  secured  simply  by  our  demand  for  them,  we  therefore  as 
delegates  to  the  Massachusetts  State  Federation  of  Labor  in  convention 
assembled  in  New  Bedford,  Mass.,  September  20,  1915,  now  pledge  our 
honor  as  union  members  to  a  concentrated  and  consistent  effort  in  demanding 
that  the  Blue  Label  of  the  Tobacco  Workers  International  Union  shall  be 
affixed  to  all  purchases  of  tobacco,  snuff  and  cigarettes  we  buy  hereafter.

WHEREAS:  The  conditions  of  this  country  are  today  such  that  thou- 
sands of  working  men  and  women  are  out  of  work,  while  others  are  em- 
ployed about  half  the  time  and  a  great  many  of  those  that  are  employed 
are  not  earning  wages  enough  to  support  their  families  or  themselves, 
and 

WHEREAS:  The  conditions  of  this  country  have  arrived  at  a  stage  where 
immediate  action  is  necessary,   and 

WHEREAS:  These  conditions  have  been  brought  about  by  poor  gov- 
ernment, and  the  great  issue  before  the  people  today  is  to  surround  them- 
selves with  conditions  where  they  can  earn  a  living  wage  which  should  not  be 
less  than  $24  for  a  week  of  48  hours  for  a  common  laborer,  therefore  be  it 

RESOLVED:  That  in  order  to  bring  about  such  a  condition  where 
we  can  earn  a  living  wage,  we  Local  229,  of  the  Boot  &  Shoe  Workers  Union, 
ask  the  Massachusetts  State  Convention  of  the  American  Federation  of  Labor 
to  have  introduced  into  the  next  session  of  Congress  and  to  have  passed  the 
following  measure: 

AN  ACT  TO   PROVIDE  WORK  TO   UNEMPLOYED   AND  TO   MAKE 
PUBLIC  IMPROVEMENTS. 

BE  IT  ENACTED:  By  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the 
United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled. 

A.  That  any  State,  territory,  country,  city  or  town  incorporated  under 
the  laws  of  the  United  States  have  issued  bonds  to  be  deposited  with  the 
United  States  Treasurer,  who  shall  issue  United  States  paper  money  to  the 
full  amount  of  the  bonds  and  to  pay  to  the  government  issuing  the  bonds 
the  amount  issued  less  1%,  which  shall  be  applied  to  the  expense  of  issuing 
the  money. 

B.  The  bonds  issued  under  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  issued  in  such 
denomination  that  4%  of  the  amount  issued  at  any  time  shall  become  due 
each  year. 
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C.  The  money  issued  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  in 
denomination  of  1,  2,  5  and  10  dollars,  and  shall  be  full  legal  tender. 

D.  The  money  raised  under  this  act  shall  be  expended  for  such  work 
or  improvements  that  the  government  issuing  the  bond  may  see  fit  in  giving 
employment  for  which  no  person  shall  receive  less  than  $4  per  day  of  8 
hours,  and  any  State,  territory,  county,  city  or  town  shall  be  obliged  to 
employ  its  citizens  who  may  apply  to  them  for  work. 

E.  The  bonds  issued  under  this  act  shall  bear  no  interest  and  money 
paid  into  the  treasurer  for  the  cancellation  of  these  bonds  may  be  reissued 
on  any  new  loan. 

F.  The  United  States  Treasurer  is  hereby  instructed  to  send  a  copy 
of  this  act  at  once  upon  its  passage  to  every  State,  territory,  county,  city  or 
town  government. 

G.  The  Postmaster  General  is  hereby  instructed  to  have  posted  at  once 
a  copy  of  this  act  upon  its  passage  in  every  United  States  Post  Office. 

H.  This  act  shall  go  into  effect  upon  its  passage  and  the  sum  of  $10,000 
is  hereby  appropriated  to  pay  the  expense  of  Sections  F  and  G  of  this  Act.

WHEREAS:  The  jurors  were  not  selected  from  the  regular  jury  box 
but  by  the  sheriff,  and 

WHEREAS:  One  of  the  witnesses  admitted  he  had  been  convicted  of 
forgery,  another  that  he  had  a  grudge  against  Lawson  because  he  would  not 
permit  him  to  blackmail  the  International  Mine  Workers,  and 

WHEREAS:  Judge  Granby  Hillier,  who  tried  John  R.  Lawson,  up  to 
the  time  he  was  appointed  judge  by  Governor  Carlson,  was  employed  by 
the  Coal  Companies  to  prosecute  the  strikers,  said  judge  denying  Lawson's 
attorney  a  Bill  of  Particulars  or  a  fair  jury  in  violation  of  the  laws  of  the 
State,  and 

WHEREAS:  Such  conduct  on  the  part  of  a  judiciary  is  a  reflection  on 
all  the  courts  of  our  country,  that  such  things  can  be  in  the  United  States  in 
the  twentieth  century,  therefore,  we  the  representatives  of  organized  labor 
of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  condemn  the  action  of  the  judge  and 
the  jury  who  participated  on  this  outrage  on  justice.

Any  person,  firm,  or  corporation  who  shall  violate  the  provi- 
sions of  this  act  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  $1000  for  the  first  offence  and 
by  a  fine  of  $5000  for  the  second  offence,  and  by  imprisonment  of  not  less  than 
six  months  at  hard  labor  for  each  succeeding  offence. 

Section  5.  This  act  shall  not  interfere  with  any  existing  written  con- 
tract. 

Section  6.  All  acts  and  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  herewith  are  hereby 
repealed. 

Section  7.     This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage.

Delegate  Standcumbe  for  the  Committee  on  President's  Report  submitted 
the  following: 


REPORT   OF   COMMITTEE   ON   PRESIDENT'S   REPORT. 

To  the  Officers  and  Members  to  the  30th  Annual  Convention,  Massachusetts 
State  Branch,  A.   F.  of  L.: 

The  Committee  on  President's  report  has  the  honor  to  submit  the  fol- 
lowing report.  Your  Committee  has  conscientiously  gone  into  an  analysis 
of  this  voluminous  report  which  we  regard  as  a  literary  masterpiece  of  a  most 
efficient  executive. 

So  pregnant  is  it  with  common  sense  suggestions  and  wise  advice  that  we 
greatly  regret  the  brief  form  in  which  we  are  obliged  to  present  its  wealth  of 
sound  reasoning  and  logical  research.  As  a  text  book  of  sane  labor  logic 
we  commend  it  for  studious  reading  to  everyone  who  has  the  interest  of  the 
great  cause  we  stand  for  at  heart.  With  this  introduction  we  submit  this  sum- 
mary of  our  conclusion. 

NEW   BEDFORD   CAMPAIGX. 

We  commend  President  Alden  and  all  those  who  assisted,  condemn  all 
those  who  opposed  the  President  in  carrying  out  the  instruction  of  the  last 
Convention  and  we  coincide  with  his  report  in  its  entirety  and  recommend 
that  the  Executive  Board  have  the  power  to  continue  the  campaign  against 
Andrew  P.  Doyle. 

STRIKES. 

"I  recommend  that  the  widest  publicity  be  given  the  unfair  attitude  of 
the  Valley  Paper  Company,  that  every  effort  be  made  to  have  the  State  and 
other  users  of  the  product  of  this  unfair  concern,  discontinue  their  use  of 
papers  made  by  them.  A  concern  that  tries  to  enforce  the  starvation  standard 
of  $6.60  and  then  refusing  to  abide  by  a  State  Board  report  should  not  receive 
the  support  of  buyers  of  paper." 

"The  State  Board  is  going  into  this  matter  further.  In  case  they  are  not 
successful  in  getting  the  Company  to  keep  its  agreement,  I  recommend  that 
users  of  the  product  of  the  Wright  Wire  Company  be  circularized  and  asked 
not  to  buy  its  products.  Also  that  the  matter  be  taken  up  by  the  Labor  Move- 
ment of  Worcester  to  the  end  that  Mr.  Wright  be  retired  to  private  life  as 
a  man  unfair  to  labor." 
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We  endorse  and  recommend  the  suggestions  be  carried  out. 

There  have  been  a  number  'it'  other  strikes  in  the  State  during 
in  which  I  have  not  personally  appeared,  although   I   have  been  more  01 
closely  in  touch  with  them.    Considerable  credit  is  due  Vice  l'r-  George 

H.  Wrenn  for  his  handling  of  serious  situations  in  Springfield  and  vicinity. 
He  assisted  in  the  Palmer  situation,  gave  up  much  of  His  time  as  counsi 
the  Teamsters'  Union  in  assisting  Business  Agent  Wright  and  in  the  case  of 
the  Machinists  and  Button  Workers.  He  has  been  successful  in  all  these 
matters,  the  Teamsters  winning  a  wage  agreemenl  providing  for  a  reduction 
in  working  hours,  abolition  of  Sunday  and  holiday  work,  and  union  shop 
conditions.  The  State  Board  backed  the  Teamsters  in  this  fight,  a  strike 
lasting  only  one  day  being  called  after  the  team  owners  had  refused  to  comply 
with  the  request  of  the  State  Board  that  the  agreement  be  signed. 

We  also  recommend  George  H.  Wrenn  for  his  efficient  work  and  endorse 
President  Alden's  opinion  of  Commissioner  Charles  G.  Wood  in  the  Holyoke 
Trolleymen's  strike. 

JOHN  R.  LAWSON. 

Recommend  matter  be  treated  by  Committee  on  Resolutions  in  the  event 
that  there  is  no  resolution  we  suggest  that  they  draw  one  up. 

CIVIL  SERVICE. 

We  recommend  the  suggestion  of  the  President  in  regard  to  Civil  Service 
be  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  Legislative  Committee  for  investigation. 

CLAYTON  ANTI-TRUST  LAW. 
We   endorse  the   recommendation  and  recommend  its  adoption. 

SEAMEN'S  LAW. 
We   endorse   suggestion   that   the    Secretary   write    to    Senators   and    Con- 
gressmen. 

U.    S.    INDUSTRIAL    RELATIONS    COMMISSION. 
We  recommend  its  adoption. 

LABOR  MEN   ON   COMMISSIONS. 

We  most  heartily  approve  the  President's  stand  in  his  opposition  to  those 
who  would  exploit  labor  for  their  own   selfish   political   ends. 

This  Committee  approves  the  recommendation  of  the  President  con- 
demning the  practice  of  union  labor  men  seeking  appointive  political  office 
while   holding  office   in   this  organization.

We  recommend  Executive  Committee  take  initiative  in  the  matter. 

FRATERNAL  DELEGATES. 
We  approve  his  recommendation. 

STATE  BOARD  CONCILIATION  AND  ARBITRATION. 
We  regret  that  the  decisions  of  the  Board  of  Conciliation  and  Arbitration 
in  some  cases  are  not  always  accepted  and  lived  up  to.   We   further  recom- 
mend that  this  convention  go  on  record  as  opposed  to  compulsory  arbitration.

judicial  district,  charging  them  with  violation  of  the  Sherman  Antl-1 
in  that  they  restrained  the  interstate  trade  of  this  firm  to  its  damage,  for  the 
sum  of  $80,000,  and 

WHEREAS:  After  eleven  years  of  litigation  in  the  several  courts  the 
United  States  Supreme  Court  has  decided  that  the  Hatters  and  the  Ame:  if-an 
Federation  of  Labor  together  constituted  an  unlawful  conspiracy  as  defined  by 
that  Act,  had  damaged  the  interestate  trade  and  commerce  of  D.  E.  Loewe  & 
Company  as  claimed,  a  judgment  has  been  rendered  against  the  Hatters  who 
had  been  made  defendants  in  the  sum  of  $24,000,  which  with  costs  and  interest 
amounts  now  to  $300,000,  and 

WHEREAS:  We  realize  that  the  defendants  were  selected  in  the  first 
instance  not  because  of  their  activities  in  their  union,  for  they  were  nearly  all 
old  and  retired  members  of  the  organization  but  because  they  had  been  indus- 
trious and  saving,  and  acquired  homes  in  which  they  hoped  to  spend  their  de- 
clining years,  or  had  invested  their  savings  in  a  bank  against  the  time  when 
they  could  apply  them  to  the  purchase  of  a  home,  that  they  have  been  guilty 
of  no  moral  wrong,  the  only  thing  the  Anti-Boycott  Society  could  prove  against 
them  being  that  they  had  been  faithful  paying  members  of  their  union,  and 

WHEREAS:  In  order  to  satisfy  this  unjust  judgment  the  life  savings  of 
these  unfortunate  defendants  have  been  seized,  and  legal  steps  have  been  taken 
to  deprive  them  of  their  homes,  leaving  them  homeless  and  penniless  in  their  old 
age  when  they  have  lost  the  capacity  for  productive  employment,  and 

WHEREAS:  The  law  of  which  they  have  been  made  the  innocent  vic- 
tims was  never  intended  to  apply  to  the  activities  of  labor  organizations  much 
less  to  strip  old  men  of  all  their  earthly  possessions  for  the  mere  act  of  belong- 
ing to  a  Labor  Union,  therefore  be  it

An  Act  Relative  to  the  Licensing  of  Engineers  and  Firemen. 
Section  1.  Section  1  of  Chapter  259,  of  the  Acts  of  the  year  1915,  is  hereby 
further  amended  by  striking  out  the  word  "fifteen"  in  the  ninth  line  and  insert- 
ing in  place  thereof  the  word — "five" — so  as  to  read  as  follows:  Section  1.  No 
person  shall  have  charge  of  or  operate  a  steam  boiler  or  engine  in  this  common- 
wealth, except  boilers  and  engines  upon  locomotives,  motor  road  vehicles, 
boilers  and  engines  in  private  residences,  boilers  in  apartment  houses  of  less 
than  five  apartments,  boilers  and  engines  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  United 
States,  boilers  and  engines  used  for  agricultural  purposes  exclusively,  which  are 
provided  with  a  device  approved  by  the  chief  of  the  district  police  limiting  the 
pressure  carried  to  five  pounds  to  the  square  inch,  unless  he  holds  a  license  as 
hereinafter  provided.  The  owner  or  user  of  the  steam  boiler  or  engine,  other 
than  boilers  or  engines  above  excepted,  shall  not  operate  or  cause  to  be  operated 
a  steam  boiler  or  engine  for  a  period  of  more  than  one  week,  unless  the  person 
in  charge  of  operating  is  duly  licensed.  Provided,  however,  that  in  manufactur- 
ing plants,  an  unlicensed  person  may  operate  under  a  licensed  person  on  duty, 
a  single  non-condensing  engine  of  not  more  than  one  hundred  fifty  horse  power.

Morning  Session. 

Convention  called  to  order  at  9:30  A.  M.    President  Alden  in  the  chair. 

On  motion  reading  of  the  minutes  of  yesterday  afternoon's  session  were 
dispensed  with. 

Delegate  Jennings  for  the  Tellers  announced  that  J.  Walter  Mullen  wished 
to  withdraw  his  name  as  a  candidate  for  Vice-President. 

DELEGATE  MULLEN:  I  wish  at  this  time  to  state  that  I  desire  to 
withdraw  as  a  candidate  for  Vice-President  in  the  interest  of  peace  and  har- 
mony as  Delegate  Miller  is  also  a  member  of  the  International  Brotherhood 
of  Electrical  Workers  with  which  my  own  local  is  affiliated.  I  wish  to  thank 
all  the  delegates  who  voted  for  me. 

J.  Walter  Mullen's  withdrawal  allowed,  and  George  H.  Miller,  Electrical 
Workers,  96,  of  Worcester,  was  duly  declared  elected  as  one  of  the  Vice- 
Presidents  of  the  Federation,  making  up  the  full  Board. 

Delegate  Standcumbe  made  a  motion  that  we  elect  another  delegate  to 
the  New  England  Federation  to  accompany  President  Alden.  Motion  sec- 
onded and  carried. 

Delegate  Perry,  Engineers  16,  of  Boston  nominated  William  Standcumbe, 
Cigarmakers  97,  of  Boston,  as  delegate  to  Federation. 

Delegate  Standcumbe  moves  to  withdraw  his  name  and  substitute  that 
of  the  Secretary-Treasurer,  Martin  T.  Joyce.

President  Alden  instructed  Vice-President  VVrenn  to  cast  one  ballot  of 
the  convention  for  Martin  T.  Joyce  as  delegate  to  the  .'.'<.'.  England  Federa- 
tion. 

Vice-President  VVrenn  cast  one  ballot  lor  Martin  T.  Joyce  and  he  was 
duly  declared  elected. 

Delegate  Levine  asked  the  privilege  of  the  floor  which  was  granted.  Ik- 
asked  the  assistance  of  the  delegates  for  the  striking  Machinists  of  Rhode- 
Island  and  requested  delegates  to  purchase  buttons  of  his  union  which  he 
would  distribute.     Request  granted. 

President  Alden  introduced  Fraternal  Delegate  Julius  Stremlau.  President 
of  the  Connecticut  Federation  of  Labor,  also  Fraternal  Delegate  Walter  C.

The  Committee  on  Rules  met  and  organized  and  recommended  the  adop- 
tion of  the  present  Rules. 

RULES  OF  ORDER. 

1.  At  the  opening  of  the  Convention,  the  President  shall  take  the  chair, 
call  the  convention  to  order  and  the  Secretary  shall  read  the  Call. 

2.  A  roll  call  may  be  taken  upon  any  question  before  the  convention 
upon  demand  of  25  delegates. 

3.  Sixty-five  delegates  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of 
business. 

4.  No  resolutions  or  proposed  amendments  to  the  constitution  shall 
be  received  after  12  o'clock  noon  on  the  second  day  of  the  Convention  except 
by  unanimous  consent. 

5.  The  sessions  of  the  Convention  shall  be  held  between  the  hours  of  9 
A.  M.  to  12  M.  and  from  2  to  5  P.  M.,  except  that  on  the  opening  day  of  the 
session  shall  convene  at  10  A.  M. 

6.  Any  member  rising  to  speak  shall,  after  being  recognized  by  the 
Chair,  give  his  name,  the  name  and  number  of  the  local  he  represents  and 
the  location  of  the  same. 
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7.  The  limitation  of  debate  on  all  questions  shall  be  five  minutes.  No 
delegate  shall  be  permitted  to  speak  more  than  twice  on  any  one  question 
without  two-thirds  vote   of   the   convention. 

8.  After  a  motion  is  stated  by  the  presiding  officer,  or  read  it  may  be 
withdrawn  by  the  mover,  at  any  time  previous  to  the  amendment  or  final  de- 
cision, by  consent  of  the  convention. 

9.  When  a  question  is  under  debate,  no  motion  shall  be  received  but  to 
adjourn  to  lay  on  the  table;  for  previous  question;  to  postpone  to  a  certain 
day;  to  commit;  or  to  amend — which  several  motions  shall  have  precedence 
in  the  order  in  which  they  stand  arranged.  The  first  three  shall  not  be 
amended  and  shall  be  decided  without  debate;  a  two-thirds  vote  being  neces- 
sary to  carry  a  motion  for  the  previous  question. 

10.  Any  amendment  or  resolution  properly  introduced  cannot  be  laid  on 
the  table  until  the  introducer  of  such  amendment  or  resolution  has  had  an 
opportunity  to  speak. 

11.  When  a  motion  or  question  has  once  been  put  and  carried,  it  shall  be 
in  order  for  any  member  who  voted  in  the  majority  to  move  for  a  reconsid- 
eration thereof;  but  a  motion  to  reconsider,  having  been  put  and  lost,  shall 
not  be  renewed. 

12.  A  motion  to  suspend  the  rules  must  receive  the  concurrence  of  two- 
thirds  of  the  members  present,  and  shall  be  decided  without  debate. 

13.  The  rules  of  one  convention  shall  remain  in  force  until  the  Com- 
mittee on  Rules  shall  report  at  the  next  convention  and  the  reports  be  ac- 
cepted. 

14.  Roberts  Manual  shall  be  the  recognized  authority  on  all  questions 
not  provided  in  these  laws.

Report  of  the  Committee  on  Rules  adopted. 

Permission  of  the  Convention  was  granted  to  Delegate  Dooley,  Bakery 
Workers   Union   to  present  a   resolution   to   the   Convention. 

Delegate  Dooley,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Secretary-Treasurer's 
report  read  the  following: 

The  Committee  on  the  report  of  Secretary-Treasurer  submit  the  fol- 
lowing: 

After  close  scrutiny  and  analysis  we  find  that  the  receipts  and  expendi- 
tures are  carefully  and  clearly  itemized  in  this  report.  The  total  receipts  from 
September  1st,  1914,  to  August  1st,  1915,  amounted  to  $9,789.98.  The  expendi- 
tures during  this  period  were  $5,912.86,  leaving  a  balance  on  hand  August  1st. 
1915,  of  $3,877.12.  In  spite  of  the  fact  that  this  report  covered  a  period  of 
eleven  months  only  we  were  unanimously  satisfied  that  this  is  an  excellent 
showing. 
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Durihg  this  period  there  were  27  affiliations  with  this  organization,  a 
splendid  tribute  considering  the  depressed  condition  of  business;  14  - 
sions  and  5  withdrawals.  The  Committee  recommends  to  the  Incoming 
Executive  Council  that  continuous  efforts  be  given  to  the  Unions  -impended 
and  withdrawn  in  an  endeavor  to  have  as  many  of  them  as  possible  affiliated. 
Among  the  suggestions  of  the  Secretary-Treasurer  the  Committee  most 
heartily  rceommends  that  the  Central  Labor  Unions  and  Union  Label  sec- 
tions appoint  label  committees  to  visit  local  unions  and  the  merchants  or 
their  respective  localities  requesting  them  to  use  only  union  labelled  products. 
The  Committee  also  approves  his  recommendation  that  Central  Labor 
unions  set  aside  one  Sunday  quarterly  to  be  designated  as  Union  Label  Sun- 
day, at  which  time  special  talks  pertinent  to  the  subject  be  made  by  promin- 
ent men  in  the  trade  union  movement. 

We  further  recommend  that  the  Secretary  stand  instructed  to  communi- 
cate with  all  central  labor  unions  and  Union  Label  Sections  requesting  the 
same  to  carry  out  these  recommendations.

Holyoke. 

DELEGATE  SHEEHAN:  Mr.  Chairman  and  Fellow  Delegates,  Those 
of  us  who  have  grown  gray  in  the  labor  movement,  those  of  us  who  have 
given  our  lives  for  the  upbuilding  of  a  trade  union  movement;  those  of  us  who 
are  recent  converts  to  the  trade  union  movement  but  who  have  been  active 
in  the  trade  union  movement  realize  that  at  times  the  trade  union  movement 
is  a  harsh  and  cruel  taskmaster. 

Those  of  us  who  have  been  selected  at  time  to  office  in  the  trade  union 
movement  have  found  our  pathway  along  those  lines  anything  but  a  bed  of 
roses.  Actuated  by  the  best  of  motives,  doing  the  best  that  we  know  how,  we 
found  on  many  occasions  where  there  should  be  praise,  we  received  only 
sneers  and  jeers. 

The  so-called  labor  leaders,  the  labor  officials  I  prefer,  who  give  of  their 
time  and  talents  to  the  trade  union  movement  meets  with  many  obstacles, 
meets  with  many  heart  breaks  and  becomes  discouraged  and  the  very  fellows 
who   they   are   striving   to   uplift    misunderstand   you,   misconstrue   and   misin- 
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terpret   your   utterances   apparently    for    no    other    reason    than    to    pull    then 
down. 

The  President  of  the  State  Branch  of  this  Commonwealth  I  have  I 
for  many  years.  Never  in  my  life  have  I  met  a  man  more  unselfish  in  his 
time,  in  his  great  ability  and  devotion  to  the  trade  union  cause  than  Kdward 
S.  Alden  of  the  Typographical  Union  of  Uolyoke.  I  know  something  of  his 
work,  being  closely  identified  with  him  in  the  same  city  and  making  of  his 
office  a  rendezvous  of  mine  and  of  the  entire  labor  movement  of  Holyoke. 
There  we  know  something  of  him  and  his  life  and  I  assure  you  here  today 
that  since  Edward  S.  Alden  has  become  identified  with  us  as  an  officer  of 
the  American  Federation  of  Labor  that  man  has  had  no  home  life  and  has 
been  a  wanderer  from  one  section  of  this  commonwealth  to  the  other,  and 
he  has  not  confined  his  activities  to  this  Commonwealth  but  wherever  he  has 
gone  has  brought  recognition  and  a  gleam  of  hope  to  the  toiling  masses 
wherever  he  addressed  them  in  the  trade  union  movement.  To  show  Kdward 
S.  Alden  that  it  was  not  all  sneers  and  jeers  that  the  labor  movement  had 
for  him  that  while  the  sneer  and  jeer  at  times  was  due  to  our  ignorance  or 
some  other  cause  but  down  deep  in  our  hearts  we  admired  him.  we  had  that 
spark  of  love  and  kindness  for  him,  we  appreciate  his  efforts. 

Appreciation  is  one  of  the  characteristics  of  the  trade  unionist  when  you 
get  to  his  heart.  And  with  that  feeling  here  the  assembled  delegates  of  the 
parent  organization  of  trade  unionists  of  the  Commonwealth  realizing  his 
great  work  and  the  great  work  he  has  accomplished  as  President  of  this 
State  Branch  desires  to  show  in  a  small  way  their  appreciation  of  his  worth 
and  work  so  that  it  may  go  back  to  all  the  hamlets,  cities  and  towns  of  this 
Commonwealth  the  appreciation,  love,  respect  and  admiration  we  have  for 
Edward  S.  Alden,  President  of  the  State  Branch  of  the  American  Federation 
of  Labor.  I  deem  it  an  honor  to  be  selected  by  you  as  the  spokesman  on 
this  occasion,  to  hand  to  the  retiring  President  of  the  Massachusetts  State 
Branch  of  the  American  Federation  of  Labor  this  appreciation  of  his  efforts, 
the  list  of  signatures  and  the  gift  of  One  Hundred  Dollars.  (Great  applause 
with  three  cheers  for  Edward  S.  Alden,  retiring.  President  of  the  Massachu- 
setts State  Branch.) 

PRESIDENT  ALDEN:  Delegates,  surely  any  man  who  could  be  hon- 
ored as  President  of  this  organization  and  see  the  feeling  and  demonstration 
among  the  delegates  here  cannot  help  but  feel  that  it  does  pay  after  all,  al- 
though the  sacrifice  many  times  seems  too  great  to  go  on  in  this  work.  Surely 
ycu  can  believe  me  when  I  say  that  after  considering  the  present  demonstra- 
tion all  through  this  Convention  it  has  been  one  of  the  most  pleasing  that  has 
ever  come  to  me  for  delegate  after  delegate  has  seen  fit  to  say  a  kind  word  of 
appreciation  for  the  work  that  I  have  tried  to  do. 

More  than  anything  else  that  has  touched  me  after  the  service  I  have 
sought  to  render  that  the  delegates  have  seemed  to  appreciate  it  and  at  this 
moment  the  presentation  you  have  made  to  me.  Words  fail  to  express  my 
appreciation  of  your  kindness  and  good  will  and  I  am  going  to  strive  as  ever 
to  serve  first  of  all  the  organization  of  labor  in  the  State  of  Massachusetts 
or  elsewhere  that  I  may  be  called.  I  want  to  say  to  you  that  it  should  be 
an  inspiration  to  me  and  everyone  else  to  realize  that  the  great  gratification 
that  we  find  does  pay.     That  gratification  that  comes  to  the  people  who  recog- 
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nize  the  fact  that  I  have  always  preached  that  we  are  fighting  a  problem  for 
the  benefit  of  humanity  and  the  only  thing  that  I  have  ever  regretted  is  that 
it  has  not  been  possible  to  see  a  greater  number  of  men  interested  in  our 
organization  and  taking  advantage  of  their  opportunity. 

I  want  to  say  to  you  that  in  honoring  me  for  three  consecutive  years  I 
have  been  repaid  amply  and  in  coming  to  this  convention  even  more  repaid 
at  the  feeling  expressed  here  and  when  my  colleagues  on  the  Board  ran  for 
that  office  I  felt  that  someone  beside  myself  was  entitled  to  it.  That  I  had 
no  right  to  it,  but  considered  it  my  duty  to  try  in  the  future  to  aid  them.  I 
hope  I  shall  be  with  you  in  future  conventions  of  this  organization  and  I 
trust  my  work  in  the  labor  movement  will  be  to  your  benefit  in  the  future 
as  in  the  past. 

I  thank  you  from  my  heart.  I  haven't  the  words  or  the  ability  to  express, 
my  real,  honest  feelings  in  the  matter,  but  I  assure  you  that  my  best  wishes 
go  with  you  everyone  of  you  to  your  homes  and  to  your  own  organizations 
in  the  labor  movement.

Dear  Sir  and  Brother: 

The  invitation  which  you  extended  to  me  to  attend  the  30th  annual  con- 
vention of  the  Massachusetts  State  Branch  of  the  American  Federation  of 
Labor  to  be  held  in  New  Bedford  from  September  20th  to  24th  is  certainly 
appreciated.  It  is  always  a  great  pleasure  to  meet  the  active  members  of  the 
labor  movement  and  to  join  with  them  in  their  plans  and  deliberations  of 
their  work.  But.  however,  as  the  date  for  the  annual  convention  of  the  Massa- 
chusetts State  body  is  the  same  as  the  date  for  the  September  session  of 
the  Executive  Council  of  the  American  Federation  of  Labor  it  of  course  pre- 
cludes the  possibility  of  my  attending  your  convention.
